1. The Beginning At Plymouth 

Film Facts: 16 mm Sound Black and White — 12*4 minutes-

Purpose: To create a better understanding of the American 
way of life* 

Subject Area: Civics, social studies, economics. 

Intended Audience: High schools, colleges, industry per¬ 
sonnel, Armed Forces, TV audiences. 

Content: 

Opening the series, Professor Ganus stresses the need for 
a clear understanding of the American political and economic 
systems. The American system is unique, he says. To understand 
the economic system we go back to its beginning at Plymouth 
Colony, The pilgrims are shown living m a communal economic 
system, with a common storehouse and equal shares for all* 
Some of the pilgrims begin to shirk work when they discover 
they get an equal share of the produce regardless of their per¬ 
sonal contribution to the colony's work. The industrious, un¬ 
willing to feed the lazy ones, begin to work less- Starvation faces 
the colony. The principles of private ownership and self-reliance 
are established. The colony begins to thrive. Summing up the 
lessons, Dr, Gamis points out that the right to own property, 
the spirit of self-reliance; and the presence of incentive, indivi¬ 
dual freedom and responsibility are basic assets in the American 
economic system today — working for the benefit of all 
Americans. 



Economic Points Made In The Film: 

1, Some people are lazy and will not work unless there is a

4, Freedom extends into one’s economic life* It has a dynamic

Ans: Jamestown and Plymouth Rock, when the settlers 
first arrived, (And in several communities in 

the 19th and 20th centuries*)

2, Were conditions as favorable as possible for success in this 
collectivist type of living? Give reasons. 

Ans: They were favorable and it still failed. It was a 
voluntary effort, they were not prejudiced, it was 
a small group, they were as religious as most 
people today, or more so, their lives depended on 
being successful here, they had proved their 
initiative and courage by coming here to live, 
etc,, etc. 



3, Why, then, did it fail? 

Ana: Communal or coUectivist living always fails be¬ 
cause it stifles initiative, kills incentive, enslaves 
people and must depend upon force, 

4, What was substituted in place of these communal experi¬ 
ments? 

Ana: Private ownership of property, self-reliance, per¬ 
sonal responsibility, and adequate incentive, 

5, Are there any conditions today that would make some form 
of collectivism more likely to succeed? 

Ans: No, it is less likely to he successful. The larger 
the number of people involved, the more neces¬ 
sary would force become; our people are more 
accustomed to freedom, self-reliance, incentive, 
private property, etc, (Viewers will be able to add 
to this and other answers,) 

6, If a collectivist form of living will not work on a voluntary 
basis what is the alternative? 

Ans: Force, And it will not work, as demonstrated in 
the film. The only other alternative is to change 
to a system of private ownership and a free econ¬ 
omy, 

7, What are the chief weaknesses of public ownership and the 
chief strengths of private ownership of property? 

Ana: Public ownership cannot be operated, as a way 
of life, without central planning and control, and 
regimentation of the people. Public ownership Is 
inefficient, does not reward extra effort adequate¬ 
ly, if at all, does not develop a sense of responsi¬ 
bility; private ownership does provide these in¬ 
centives, 

8- What may you do to avoid losing your freedoms and the 
prosperity gained from our American way of life? (This 
question is open to much discussion. Such answers as:) 

(1) Understand the elements which make our 
economic systeni so productive, and safeguard 
them. (2) Realize that if a system is collect! viatic, 
or government operated or controlled, calling it 
“democratic** doesn’t make it good for the people. 
(3) Resist any - gradual drift into government 
ownership of th4 means of production and dis¬ 
tribution — which is socialism and destructive to 
the principle of private ownership, the foundation 
stone of personal freedom. (4) Work to correct 
the abuses and 'weaknesses due to the human 
element in the American way of life.

The stimulating session ranged from specifics to broad general policies, with 
exchanges on such controversial subjects as the Freedom to Work laws and 
industry-wide bargaining. 

'Cks intelligently conceived Stanolind Oil and Gas Company's educa¬ 
tional program—for hourly employees—was given a detailed presentation 
by Robert S. Newhouse, manager of Stanolind's industrial and public rela¬ 
tions, and Ben' Henneke, a J d mi nis t ra11 vtT^ice president"of T ulsa'-UniveTsity; 
Inspired by attendance at an earlier Freedom Forum, Stanolind is completing 
its third full-dress employee educational course; and Ben Henneke gave the 
conferees a run-down on No. 3—International Relations. 

Vr. Clauds ItobiMBOM, president of Opinion Research Corpora¬ 
tion, Princeton, N, J,, reported on a study made of results of the Stanolind 
employee educational programs. The results showed marked improvement in 
economic understanding and in attitudes among employees who participated 
in the courses, Dr. Robinson covered a wide area in the field of public

This talk was heard by 
the Harding student body and faculty. A rebuttal and question-and-answer 
period was moderated by Dr. Benson. 

Dr. Mchsoh dosed the Forum with a list of specifics for each 
category of our citizenry—things to be done to resist Socialism and Com¬ 
munism, His final words were a ringing challenge.

- TELEVISION] Seven films in the TV series, “The American Adventure" now have 
been produced, and the remaining six are in various stages of production. We have set a target of January 1, 1956 
for release of this entire series. Great interest has been manifested. It is expected that this series will be the begin¬ 
ning of a continuous use of the vast TV educational potential by the National Program. Dr. Benson and the staff 
are studying the possibility now of adapting the “Land of the Free" radio format to television. The first films of 
“The American Adventure' 1 are finding a widening demand among industries and educational institutions, 

— WEIRDS In Memphis last April, Freedoms Foundation officials honored Dr. Benson 
and the National Program with the conferring, on a region-wide television program, of three awards. Dr, Benson 
received the Award of Merit, a handsomely engraved watch and a nice check for his speech, “Crisis of our Gener¬ 
ation." The National Education Program received the Award of Merit for having been awarded each year of 
Freedoms Foundation's existence. General W. Peyton Campbell, Dr. Benson's executive assistant for finance* 
received a Distinguished Service Award for his speech "Christian Americanism vs. Pagan Communism."

.... .LBETUBESc TOOLS Dr. Benson, Dr. Ganus, Glenn Green and others of the 
staff have had a busy six months on the lecture circuit. Following the April Freedom Forum the American Farm 
Bureau Federation invited Dr, Benson and Dr. Ganus to take leading pans in the annual Farm Bureau Federation 
Institute at Purdue University the week of May 22, Dr, Benson addressed the 300 Farm Bureau officials from 48 
states on the subject, “Basic Concepts of Government." Dr. Ganus presented his unique “Structure of the American 
Way of Life," using the 10-foot-high simulated granite pyramid, building it up block by block. Thirteen of the 
National Program films were used at the Institute, Farm Bureau national officials now are considering adopting 
the “American Way of Life" structure, as well as the National Program films, as educational tools for its field 
forces.

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COMMUNIST SUPREME COURT VICTORIES 


All American citizens with even' a superficial 
understanding of the nature of the Communist 
forces at work in America will be comforted by the 
action of the U. S. Senate Judiciary Committee in 
favorably reporting sections of the Jeimer-Butler 
bill designed to restore some of the safeguards 
against Communist subversion which were wrecked 
by recent Supreme Court decisions. 

In the opinion of some of America's best legal 
minds, the long series of Supreme Court decisions 
favoring the Communist apparatus in America has 
left our country's internal security shattered. 

Professor Edward S. Corwin, one of America's 
foremost authorities on constitutional law, has 
written a letter to the editor of the NEW YORK 
TIMES, declaring that the Court ’3 Yates decision, 
directed against the Smith Act, made "a shambles" 
of this primary law designed by Congress to cope 
with the Red conspirators. 

Professor Corwin noted that the Yates decision, 
together with the previous Nelson ruling, "seems to 
leave the country exposed to unlimited propaganda 
urging the right to overthrow government in the 
United States by force or violence." He said the 
Supreme Court’s theorizing in the Yates ruling was 
“nonsensical, and represents, I suspect, a recent 
tenderizing of the judicial mind toward the Ameri¬ 
can Communist Party.” 

An even more significant statement comes from i 
J, Edgar_Hoover, FBI director, the government of- r 
ficial principally responsible for tracking down' 
members of the Red network within America. 
Testifying before the House Appropriations Com- \ 
mittee, Mr. Hoover noted that recent Supreme Court 
decisions have" wiped out 49 of 108 convictions of 
Communists found guilty by juries of violating the 
Smith Act’s ban on teaching and advocating the 
violent overthrow of the American Government. 

Great Red Victory 

Among these 49 Reds released by the Supreme 
Court were some of the most valued leaders of the 
Communist conspiracy in America. The FBI direc¬ 
tor noted that the Supreme Court’s action in the 
cases of 14 California Communist leaders last year 


was hailed by one high Communist official as “the 
greatest victory the Communist Party in America 
has ever achieved.” In his Congressional testimony 
Mr. Hoover called upon the courts to "come to grips 
in a realistic manner with facts” and help protect the 
nation from the Communist conspirators. 

Every American should brief himself on the 
series of Supreme Court decisions that have so 
weakened our internal security against the Com¬ 
munist apparatus. Then consider the statements of 
FBI Director Hoover and the leading constitutional 
lawyers of the country,’and ask Congress to rebuild 
the shattered bulwark of our internal security. Mr. 
Hoover emphasizes that the conspiracy is extremely 
active in many hidden ways. He told Congress 
that t he FBI today has under investigation ap¬ 
proximately 150 Communist fronts or Red-infiltrated 
outfits. He said the Communist activities today 
reach into "almost every walk of life.” 

Citizens Must Act 

Mr. Hoover h as just published a book. Masters 
or Decei t, it is comprehensive TfiTts explanation of 
the Communist machine at work in Ameri ca. An ¬ 
other book, by Judge Robert Morris , who has worked 
with Communist investigating agencies in Govern¬ 
ment and the Armed Services for nearly 20 years, 
is notable for its documented facts concerning 
important non-Communists who have aided the 
Communist apparatus in many of its important 
objectives. The titl e is No Wond er We Are Losing. 

Judge “Morris "shows thatTHidden forces "are at 
work behind the scenes in Government and even in 
some branches of the Armed Services influencing 
decisions that aid the Communist international con¬ 
spiracy to conquer the world, and that help the 
secret Red apparatus in the United States. Since 
the Supreme Court handed down the first of its 
Communist-aiding decisions, world Communism has 
scored great territorial and political victories in 
Indonesia, mainly by political infiltration; and has 
expanded its growing influence in the strategic 
middle-East and on other fronts. Each of us should 
take time today to write our representative in Con¬ 
gress requesting restoration of legal safeguards 
against the Red Fifth Column.

In his recently published book, Masters of Dece it, 
J. Edgar Hoover. FBI director , has written some of 
the clearest explanations available on how the Com¬ 
munists work at mass agitation and infiltration. 
In agitating projects and issues, he points out, the 
Communist approach ‘‘always has two sides: (1) the 
deceptive line designed for public consumption, and 
(2) the real Party line designed to advance Com¬ 
munism," 

Consider this deceptive line for appealing to 
American youth: 

Increase trade with all countries, including the 
Communist bloc, to provide ‘‘hundreds of thousands 
of new jobs for young people." Mr. Hoover says the 
Party line on this "means selling materials that 
could be used by Communist nations for armaments.”

Two-Faced Technique 

Another deceptive line used effectively by the 
Reds: Repeal all “repressive legislation” and "re¬ 
store the Bill of Rights." "In Communist language," 
s avs Mr. Hoover. “ ‘restore the Bill of Rights’ means 
* eliminating all legal opposition to Communism, 
stopping all prosecution of Communists, and grant¬ 
ing amnesty to those presently in jail. 

"For window dressing,” writes Mr, Hoover, 
"they always support items desired by most of the 
people: lower taxes, higher wages, better housing, 
old-age security, higher farm incomes. These are 
thoroughly legitimate interests. To support these 
aims, and many others is not to be a Communist. 
The Party is simply attempting to exploit such in¬ 
terests for its own selfish aims. They become 
Party ‘talking points.’ ” . For instance, he says that 
"restore academic freedom” means to Communists 
that we should permit the official teaching of Com¬

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HIDDEN FORCE S AT WORK 

When Robert Morris was an officer in Navy 
Intelligence and psychological warfare stationed at 
Honolulu in 1944, he became deeply disturbed by 
the official dispatches and reports being sent 
throughout U, S. military and diplomatic channels 
praising the Communist forces in North China and 
undermining Chiang Kai-shek, He placed his com¬ 
mission in jeopardy, disregarded all Navy regu- 
feions and chains of command, and went directly to 
Admiral Chester Nimitz, Commander-in-Chief of 
Naval operations in the Pacific. Surprisingly enough 
Admiral Nimitz received him. 

He made a documented presentation to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, four lesser admirals, a Marine 
General and the fleet’s first Intelligence Officer, Ed 
Layton. He showed how the dispatches — most of 
them based on material from the Institute of Pacific 
Relations in Washington, (written, it developed 
later, by Communist-agents who had infiltrated 
IPR) — were setting the stage for the Communist 
take-over, later, of all China as the U. S. A. tem¬ 
porarily forsook Chiang Kai-shek, our staunch and 
effective ally against the Japanese. 

Futile Attempt 

Admiral Nimitz and his advisory board listened 
interestedly for nearly an hour. Then the Com- 
mander-in-Chief said that what happened in China 
at the end of the war would not be his responsibility; 
it would be a higher up responsibility. And that was 
as far as Morris got. While still in the Pacific 
theater, however, he saw how the Communists and 
pro-Communists manipulated the suppression of the 
Japanese surrender overtures late in 1944 and early 
in 1945 — made through the Vatican at Rome, and 
later through Moscow — and this suppression per¬ 
mitted the Yalta agreements which set the stage 
for Russia's needless three-day engagement in the 
Pacific and ultimately perhaps the gobbling up of 
China. 

At another point in his Navy Intelligence work 
Morris encountered mysterious and powerful forces 
at work within the Armed Services which brought 
about the disbanding of his Political Intelligence unit 
under circumstances which caused our Government 
bo lose valuable intelligence contacts within the 
Communist apparatus — at great cost to our internal 
security. 

/ He Lived The Incidents 

Robert Morris sets down all these incidents — 
and many more — in detail in his boo k. No Wonder 
We Are Losing . It is a book that wijfstandup under 
the most, searching scrutiny, for Morris himself has 
lived the incidents in it. He speaks with unques¬ 
tioned authority concerning the Communist network 
in America, for he has been investigating it since his 
first assignment eighteen years ago on the staff of 
the Rapp-Coudert Committee, set up by the New 
York legislature to track down Communists in the 
educational system. This committee exposed the 
Communist control, through the Teachers Union in 
New York, of a politically influential organization 
with thousands of members.

CHALLENGE TO TEACHERS 

Harding College's annual 
Summer Seminar on American 
citizenship education for 
teachers has just ended. Men 
and women who will be teach¬ 
ing school this fall in many 
states throughout the nation 
attended. For the feature 
speeches at their “graduation*’ 
banquet they chose a young 
man and woman who will be 
teaching in California, both 
graduates of Harding, Approp¬ 
riately enough they are man 
and wife, John and Nelda Mc¬ 
Coy* 

At the banquet, Nelda re¬ 
viewed the pleasant and val¬ 
uable experiences of the sum¬ 
mer seminar, then introduced 
her husband John, noting that 
they had collaborated on his 
speech. He spoke of the grave 
threat of Communist domina¬ 
tion of our nation and chal¬ 
lenged his fellow teachers to 
teach “a positive appreciation* 1 
of the American way of life, 
and an understanding of the 
true nature of Socialism and 
Communism.

To¬ 
day, we find people with out¬ 
stretched hands asking for gov¬ 
ernment support and welfare* 
Have we lost our backbone?

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IT HAS HAPPENED HERE! 


On the Sunday following the 
San Francisco “student riots 11 
against the House Un-Ameri¬ 
can Activities Committee last 
May, one of the major televi¬ 
sion networks carried a filmed 
“report” on the sorry spectacle. 
The report showed “American 
citizens” being physically seiz¬ 
ed and escorted from the hear¬ 
ing room by San Francisco po¬ 
lice. The atmosphere created by 
the filmed “report” was that of 
a Police State in which free¬ 
dom of speech was being for¬ 
cibly denied to citizens by the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee. 

The Committee was shown in 
a very unattractive light. In 
fact, the film's commentator 
voiced the opinion that the in¬ 
cident might prove to be the 
“final straw” that would bring 
about the abolition of the Com¬ 
mittee, Uninformed viewers of 
the telecast undoubtedly were 
inclined toward saying to 
themselves: “Well, it's high 
time that outfit was abolished 
— if that's what it's doing!” 

Well-Known Communists 

The fact is that the instiga¬ 
tors of the “student riots,” the 
very “citizens” who wereshown 
being removed from the hear¬ 
ing room by police, were Com¬ 
munists whose long records of 
leadership activities in the 
Communist Party were open 
to the TV reporters and photo¬ 
graphers who produced the 
television network “report.” 
The TV “report” was of price¬ 
less value to world Commu¬ 
nism, Although no reflection 
on anybody's loyalty is intend¬ 


ed, the “report” could hardly 
have aided the Communist 
cause more had Communist 
propagandists been employed 
in its editing and narrating. 

The incident of the San 
Francisco “student riots” and 
the true facts concerning them 
are of such transcendent im¬ 
portance to the education of 
our citizens and the security 
of our nation that a series of 
columns will be devoted to all 
the ramifications. The facts 
constitute a dramatic lesson in 
Communist tactics at a time 
when they are using univer¬ 
sity students all over the world 
to gain their bit by bit advance 
toward encirclement of the 
United States, The facts show 
that “it can happen here!” 

The Facts 

Here's what did happen: The 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee opened hearings in 
San Francisco on May 12 to 
ascertain facts concerning 
Communist penetration i n 
schools and colleges in north¬ 
ern California* On that day 
some 30 witnesses were called, 
including many notorious 
Communists. Mobs composed 
mostly of youths formed out¬ 
side the hearing room, creating 
great disorder. Inside the room 
the Communist witnesses were 
vocally and finally physically 
violent; some had to be escort¬ 
ed from the room by police. 

On the second day, the mobs 
were larger and more violent. 
Agitated by the Communist 
agents; the youthful demon¬ 
strators broke all bounds and 
attacked the police. Fire hose 
were used, but twice the in¬ 
cited mobs rushed and grappl¬ 
ed with the police* The Com¬ 
mittee members' lives were in 
jeopardy, Harry Bridges, twice 
convicted as an alien Com¬ 
munist and twice set free by 
the U* S, Supreme Court, ap¬ 
peared with the demonstrators 
on the second day* On the 
third day, the angry mob had 
grown to 2,000 in number, 
mostly students. Squadrons of 
mounted police and motorcycle 
officers were necessary to get

the Committee members and 
staff safely away from the 
threatening mob* The hearings 
were called off* 

From Mr* Hoover 

The facts we are presenting 
come from an official report 
made by J. Edgar Hoover di¬ 
rector of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, It was issued 
after careful and exhaustive in¬ 
vestigation. “The Communist 
Party, U. S, A,, is elated with 
the success it en j oy ed' 1 in 
breaking up the hearings at 
San Francisco, Mr. Hoover said 
in his special report* “The 
Party’s elation is so great, in 
fact, that it bears witness to 
the truth of the observation 
that such a Communist coup 
has not occurred in the San 
Francisco area in 25 years. Im¬ 
mediately after the affair end¬ 
ed, the Party's national leader, 
Gus Hall, congratulated the 
West Coast comrades for the 
initiative and leadership they 
displayed at all stages of the 
demonstrations/'

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RED TARGET — THE STUDENTS 

Nothing has so aroused the 
anxiety of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation as the Com¬ 
munist-led 14 student riots* 7 at 
San Francisco last May 12-14 
which caused the disruption 
of a series of hearings being 
held by the House Un-Ameri¬ 
can Activities Committee. It 
would be heartening if the 
Congress and The White House 
were likewise concerned. Ap¬ 
parently, they aren’t, J. Edgar 
Hoover, FBI director, said in a 
special report recently issued; 

"While it must be granted 
that the San Francisco riots at 
the HCUA hearings were the 
best thing that had happened 
for the benefit of the Com¬ 
munist Party in years, Amer¬ 
icans, too, can benefit from 
this display of Communist 
strategy and tactics in opera¬ 
tion* In fact, it is impossible to 
stand idly by in the face of the 
challenge that this Communist 
success represents. 

"The Communists demon¬ 
strated in San Francisco just 
how powerful a weapon Com¬ 
munist infiltration is. They re¬ 
vealed how it is possible for 
only a few Communist agita¬ 
tors, using mob psychology, to 
turn peaceful demonstrations 
into riots. Their success there 
must serve as a warning that 
their infiltration efforts aimed 
not only at the youth and stu¬ 
dent groups, but also at our 
labor unions, churches, profes¬ 
sional groups, artists, news¬ 
papers, government, and the 
like, can create chaos and shat¬ 
ter our internal security/* 


Looking Ahead (2) 


Action For Take-Over 

It is well to reflect on that 
last statement; ",. * can create 
chaos and shatter our internal 
security/' Yes, here in Amer¬ 
ica, infiltration and control of 
any of these groups mentioned 
— students, churches, news¬ 
papers, government agencies, 
etc* — could actually lead to 
Communist take-over. This 
technique of take-over has 
happened and is happening in 
other nations* 

In the opening paragraphs 
of his special report, Mr. 
Hoover says; "The successful 
Communist exploitation and 
manipulation of youth and stu¬ 
dent groups throughout the 
world today are a major chal¬ 
lenge which free world forces 
must meet and defeat* Recent 
world events clearly reveal that 
world Communism has launch¬ 
ed a massive campaign to cap¬ 
ture and maneuver youth and 
student groups. 

Rio* Power In Japan 

"The vigor and vitality of 
such groups constitute an ex¬ 
plosive force of immense pro¬ 
portions . * * Communists have 
become expert at using this 
force to create chaos. In Japan, 
for example, Communists care¬ 
fully nurtured and developed a 
growing body of students over 
a 10 year period, using them 
periodically in protest demon¬ 
strations. The culmination of 
this training was reached this 
year, when the highly organiz¬ 
ed and tightly disciplined 
rioters shocked the world with 
their uproarious displays" 
which led to cancellation of 
President Eisenhower’s visit 

The Communist attack on 
the House Un-American Acti¬ 
vities Committee in San Fran¬ 
cisco was in line, Mr. Hoover 
reports, "with a longstanding 
Party aim to destroy not only 
the HCUA, but also the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommit¬ 
tee and every other 'enemy' 
seeking to expose the threat 
which Communist activities 
represent to the internal se¬ 
curity of this nation/' 
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Aid From Non-Communists 

It is noteworthy that in this 
objective to abolish the HCUA, 
the Communist international 
apparatus has received great 
aid from non-Communists. 
Congressman James Roosevelt, 
of California, son of the late 
President, has fought for years 
to abolish the Committee, us¬ 
ing similar types of attack 
against it as those voiced by 
some of the demonstrators at 
San, Francisco. He recently 
made a major address in Con¬ 
gress advocating its abolition, 

When the HCUA first an¬ 
nounced its hearings into Com¬ 
munist activities among educa¬ 
tors in northern California, 
widespread opposition to the 
hearings developed among 
teachers’ groups, church or¬ 
ganizations, civil liberties 
groups and a few newspapers 
in the San Francisco area. 
Though most of this opposi¬ 
tion undoubtedly was indepen¬ 
dent of the Communist plan of 
attack, it all gave great aid to 
the Communists in the recruit¬ 
ment of their student mobs 
from the campuses of colleges 
in the area. 

Mr, Hoover’s report makes 
‘it clear that the House Un- 
American Activities Commit¬ 
tee is a vital agency in our na¬ 
tion's ramparts of internal se¬ 
curity against Fifth Column 
u infiltration* 

Next week: Red plan for stu¬ 
dent riots. 
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groups at Santa Rosa Junior 
College, San Francisco State 
College, and others) . . . 

“The Party line on the hear¬ 
ings and the general plan of 
attack were outlined and dis¬ 
tributed early in May to all 
Party members in the area, * . 
rank and file Party members 
quickly responded* Members of 
the San Jose Club of the Santa 
Clara County Communist Party 
circulated petitions and ar¬ 
ranged for the publishing of a 
protest advertisement in the 
local San Jose newspapers* 
Oakland Communist Party 
members arranged for radio 
broadcasts and publications of 
protest ads. Fund drives were 
initiated in the various clubs 
to provide financial support 
for the attack. 

Students Lined Up 

“Mickey Lima, chairman of 
the Northern California Dis¬ 
trict of the Communist Party, 
(stated to fellow Reds) that 
activities on the campus of 
the University of California 
and the other campuses had 
begun to pay dividends — 
students were beginning to 
call for demonstrations and 
picket lines to greet the HCUA 
... A telephone campaign was 
conducted by Party members 
to solidify opposition to the 
HCUA and designed specifical¬ 
ly to reach 1,000 people. 

“As the scheduled time for 
hearings neared, Communists 
stepped up their efforts to as¬ 
sure a big turnout. Communist 
leaders in Berkeley arranged 
transportation from Berkeley 
to San Francisco for youths 
. , . meetings were held; leaf¬ 
lets appeared on campuses; 
and telephone calls were made 
with increasing urgency . . . 
Placards and posters were 
also prepared , . „ nothing was 
overlooked, even to arrange¬ 
ments . * * to have the demon¬ 
strators join a Party-sponsored 
‘Peace March' . * . at the con¬ 
clusion of the hearings, 

A Reef Triumph 

“When the day arrived for 
the hearings to begin, the 


Party was set (for) its second 
objective of inciting the mob. 
A few key Party members were 
to play major roles as agita¬ 
tors/' (to incite violence in¬ 
side and outside the court¬ 
room,) 

As planned, the Communists 
threw the hearings into near 
panic, Policemen were attack¬ 
ed; the mobs of Communist- 
led students outside stormed 
the hearing room doors. Fire 
hose had to be brought into 
play, and finally police clubs. 
For three days the Commu¬ 
nist-controlled mobs ran amuck 
making a shambles of the hear¬ 
ings. Finally, the danger to 
the Committee itself became 
so acute, members and staff 
had to be taken out rear doors 
by police and whisked away 
under guard: The hearings 
were called off. 

Riot charges were lodged 
against 62 persons, But Judge 
Albert A. Axelrod d i smissed 
the charges declaring that 
most of the defendants were 
“clean-cut American college 
students” merely incited by 
agitators. Yet 58 of the 62 
“clean-cut American college 
students” thereupon signed a 
statement of defiance: “No¬ 
body incited us,” it said* “No¬ 
body misguided us. We were 
led by our own convictions/' 

Mr, Hoover said in his re- 
port: “Particularly unfor¬ 
tunate is the fact that many 
youth and student groups in 
our Nation today are totally 
unaware of the extent to which 
they can be victimized and 
exploited by Communists.” 
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REDS CONTROLLED 
THESE STUDENTS 

Whatever you may have 
read about the “student riots” 
against the House Un-Ameri¬ 
can Activities Committee in 
San Francisco last May 12-14, 
here is the official report issu¬ 
ed by J, Edgar Hoover, FBI 
director, after a thorough in¬ 
vestigation: 

“The Communist attack on 
the HCUA in San Francisco 
was in line with a longstand¬ 
ing Party aim to destroy (the 
Committee and its work) * , . 
The first objective of the Party 
was to fill the scene of the 
hearings with demonstrators. 
The second was to incite them 
to action through the use of 
m ob psychology. 

“The first stage of the 
Party's plan of action began 
to unfold after word was re¬ 
ceived on April 26, I960, by 
Party officials that subpenas 
had been issued for local Com¬ 
munists to appear for the hear¬ 
ings. One of the recipients of 
a subpena was Douglas Wach¬ 
ter, an 18-year-old sophomore 
at the University of California. 
Wachter had attended the 17th 
national convention of the 
Communist Party in December 
as an official delegate. 

Careful Planning 

“Party officials decided to 
build a major part of their 
plan of attack around Wach¬ 
ter. Immediately after receiv¬ 
ing a sub pen a, Wachter pro¬ 
ceeded to the University of 
California campus to organize 
student demonstrators , . . /’

What is Wealth? 



egg 


Wealth is anything that has 

an exchangeable value. 


How is Wealth Coated ? 

Wealth is created through production of 

goods and services. 

In a community of people an economic system 
must be esta bashed for the production of goods and 
services, and for their distribution. 

The Socialist or Communist system requires that 
the facilities of production and distribution be in the 
hands of the '"State” (Government), with no competi¬ 
tion and with prices and wages set by the "State/ 1 
Consumers must take what they get, and at the 
price set. 

In the Capitalist system, ownership of the facilities 
of production and distribution is in private hands. 
Competition determines prices and wages. Consumers, 
in the competitive market, influence what"s produced 
and at what price it is offered. In effect, the Consumer 
is the boss. 








The 

Wealth 

Machine 


by Dr. George S. Benson 


How it got started... 


A 

rXt Plymouth Colony in 1620 p America *s early 
colonists lived out of a Common Storehouse. All citizens 
shared and shared alike in the community's production of 
goods and services. Everybody owned everything, and no one 
person owned anything; the property was held "in common/’ 

Under this system, history records, the loafers got as much 
from the communal storehouse as did the industrious, hard¬ 
working producers. 

The industrious pilgrims got tired of feeding the loafers. 
They slowed down. In time, the storehouse became bare. The 
first settlers of the New World were threatened with 
starvation. 

They met at the call of Governor Bradford, whom they had 
duly ejected, and decided to establish two principles on which 
the economic life of the colony would thenceforth be struc¬ 
tured: (i) private ownership of property, and <2) self reliance. 





A plot of ground was marked off for each family. The 
family owned it, with all ownership privileges. But the family 
thenceforth had no right to live on what its neighbors produced. 

Quickly there evolved in Plymouth Colony a market where 
goods and services were exchanged. Farmer Jones would 
swap a quarter of beef (for instance) for 10 yards of wool 
doth spun and weaved by the Smith family. Farmer Brown 
would swap the Johnson family 10 bales of hay for some 
cedar shingles for his smokehouse roof. 

The loafers quickly went to work. Some "hired out" their 
serv ces for their ' keep/ 1 

Later* money was introduced as a medium of exchange. 
And the American capitalistic system, with its free enterprise 
and competitive market, was born. 

Its Record 

The American production system, maintaining the basic 
principles evolved at Plymouth Colony, has made America the 
economic colossus of the world. Its wealth production each 
year Is larger than that of the next eight most productive 
nations. The average American s living standard is twice better 
(measured in wealth and purchasing power) than that of 
average citizens in any other country, three times better than 
the standard in most nations and four times as high as 
in Russia. 

America's unique economic system thus has proved 
through more than three centuries of use to be the greatest 
wealth machine in the world! 

How It Works 

Why is America's economic system so much better? What 
causes it to out’produce the other systems? 

Here are the five factors that make our private enterprise 
system so effectives 



Freedom to dream your dreams and try to make them 
come true. 

If you were in Russia today and should decide you could 
make an automobile for half the price at which they are now 
listed, would you be free to try it? 

Not on your life! And you wouldn't ev£n talk about your 
dream. Russia has not only a Socialist economic system, 




owned and operated solely by the government, but m addi¬ 
tion, a Police State dictatorship suppressing the individual's 
freedom to act upon his dreams. 

But when Henry Ford, living in our free enterprise system, 
dreamed of an automobile to sell for $500, in the early 
1900‘s, he was free to try to build and sell one. And he 
did. The $500 in those days was the price being paid for a 
carriage and a team of horses. 

The day came when Henry Ford was selling three million 
Fords (Model-T) a year. His “Tin Lizzies 1 ' revolutionized 
private transportation in America, This was bound to happen 
in a nation where people are free to dream and try to make 
their dreams come true. We see results of this freedom on 
all sides, contributing constantly to better living. 

When Henry Ford dreamed up and produced the Model-T, 
the horse had been king of private transportation since the 
days of Solomon. When I visited Jerusalem, I went down 
under the city and there saw the quarries where Solomon 
had taken out stone to build the great temple. Since the city 
was resting right over that quarry, it was necessary to leave 
tiers of stone here and there to support the streets and the 
buildings above. In those tiers beneath the city of Jerusalem, 
1 noticed heavy iron rings. I asked: "What are those?" 

My guide said, "Those are the rings where Solomon used 
to tie his Arabian horses," 

The horse was Solomon's fastest means of private trans¬ 
portation. It remained mankind's private means of transporta¬ 
tion until the time of Henry Ford, at the turn of the 20th 
Century. Then, because a man could dream, and create, and 
build within the private enterprise system, Henry Ford put 
the horse out of business' It is now a luxury. Riding is a sport. 
We have had enough men who had unique dreams and 
pushed them to fulfilIment to make America the world's 
wealthiest country, the envy of the world. 



The Right to Compete with the Dreamer. This is the second 
indispensable factor Jn our wonderful wealth machine. Our 
system bofds the right to compete to be sacred. 

We would have driven Model-Ts for a long time had there 
been no competition. Henry Ford loved that Model-T. Why 
he had revolutionized transportation with one of the greatest 
inventions of all times ... it was good enough for anybody. 
So he wasn't doing a solitary thing to Improve those ugly 
old fenders, wasn't doing a thing to increase the power of 



that four-cylinder motor* not a thing to give the consumer a 
more attractive car* He'd give you any color you wanted, 
just so it was black! 

But this was America * * . America! Other dreamers and 
dozers said to themselves: "Why should Henry Ford be selling 
three million small cars a year? We'll take out after him with 
a competitive car, and get some of that business. We' It make 
a better automobile! 1 ' 

And they did! And Henry Ford had to make a better car. 

How many companies do you suppose have been organized 
to make automobiles in the United States in the past eighty 
years? 

In my tiles* 1 have the names of some 1400 companies, 
organized to make automobiles in the last 80 years* I'm sure 
I've missed a few, so \ don't know accurately how many — 
perhaps l J ve missed a hundred. But I've got the name of 
14001 So ! know there have been that many. 

Recently when t was telling this story of competition, a 
man said to me: "Yeah* that's what's wrong with private 
enterprise! Only four companies are now making automobiles 
in the U. S. What happened to the 1396? They got dis¬ 
couraged, they Tost their money. That's what's wrong with 
private enterprise* Not more than twenty-five should have been 
allowed to start. 1 * 

Of course* we didn't need all of them (had any great 
number succeeded in garnering a substantial part of the mar¬ 
ket), But which ones stayed in business, and why? 

The answer is simple, but important: The ones that have 
stayed in business are the ones that gave the consumers of 
America the best product for the dollar! 

Some of the 1400 companies didn't make it for long, 
then they were consolidating, joining capital, combining inven¬ 
tions, coming up with better automobiles. Some found that 
it was far too complicated for them to make automobiles. 
It's a big job- You must buy your raw materials, come up 
with your pattern for your automobile, make your tools, and 
then produce your parts. Then you must put together your 
automobiles and run your sales agencies — a pretty big job! 
So some of the companies that couldn't put the whole thing 
together successfully and market It, began just making parts 
—parts for the other manufacturers. 

General Motors Corporation today has more than 10,000 
subcontractors, making parts for Chevrolet*, Buicks, Cadillacs, 
and so on. 

There was a place for every one of the organizations that 
failed as automobile manufacturers, if they wanted to get into 
the parts business and could compete there. Some of them 
today are making only brake-drums* Others make bodies, or 
just doors. General Motors doesn't even manufacture the 
door handles that go nto its variety of cars. Wouldn't it be 
terrible to have a Chevrolet and then be unable to get in it 
because there was no door handle? So a sub-contractor makes 
door handles, just as sub contractors make hundreds of other 





parts. They are a If specialists now, and they are needed. Sy 
being specialists they help to keep the cost of the cars within 
reach of the average American family. Cars that are custom- 
made, like those that run at Indianapolis, cost $100,000 
or more. 

Some of the 1400 automobile dreamers finally decided 
to give up on the idea of a competitive car, and get into the 
washing machine business — on in manufacturing radios, 
refrigerators, and an endless array of items. We were just 
entering the machine age when many of them found out they 
were not destined to be auto manufacturers. They got good 
manufacturing and marketing experience, so they put their 
know how to work building some things that the consumers 
would buy. So their failure in the automobile business turned 
out, in many instances, to be a blessing to the consuming 
public. Com petition had proved to be healthy, 

ft was healthy for Ford. His Model ! quit selling when his 
competitors came up with better-looking and better*running 
cars. And he didn't have anything else on the drawing board. 
So Ford had to close down his vast manufacturing plant while 
he put a new model on the drawing boards, devised machine 
tools to produce it. Months later he made a big splash with 
the Model A. He was back in business. And he didn’t get 
caught again In the backwash of competition. That’s why 
Ford Motor Company is one of the four companies that sur¬ 
vived. That’s why General Motors is one, and Chrysler and 
American Motors are the others. They each are trying to stay 
ahead of the other, in quality, appearance and price. And 
the American people have decided that all four are doing a 
pretty good job. Otherwise, they'd be out of business! 

Yes, competition is healthy. 

And yet it does not exist in a Socialist or Communist 
system. You do not compete with the Government in Russia, 
or anywhere else where the economic system is fully socialized. 
And yet, the results of our private enterprise system have 
proved that competition is the very sparkplug of efficiency, 
the fuel of economic progress. 



At/to mafic Screening of Management. This is the third 
factor in the private enterprise system that makes our wealth 
machine so productive . 

Suppose the Government had decided that 1400 companies 
making automobiles were too many, and had decided to screen 
out 1300, How would they decide which ones to screen out? 

Well, they would have looked at them through the colored 
glasses of the politicians. No good vote-getter would have 



been screened out. (In England during the height of the 
Socialist control of the Government, in the 1950s* a Taxi 
Driver was made General Manager of one of the big Coal 
companies. He was not a manager, nor did he Know anything 
about mining coal. But he was a good Socialist, active in 
Party affairs. The record shows that under the Socialists, such 
political management brought awful results.) 

We don't do it that way in the free play of the American 
system. It's done automatically* 

The Government doesn’t get involved, and you don't get 
involved except to the extent that you buy what you like 
best. And the companies stay in business which sell enough 
products to make sufficient profit to keep up with competition* 
Others have to get out. The management that can get the job 
done stays, of course. The management that can't meet the 
Keenest competition is screened out — automatically. This 
leaves only the best to run the industries and businesses 
which are in the great competitive game in America. So you 
can buy your products* your commodities* your needs and 
your desires, with Jess hours of labor than can the people of 
any other nation on earth. And that's the economic payoff— 
how much you can buy in needs and luxuries with what you 
earn for an hour's work. You can buy approximately twice as 
much as can the employee In any other country, and four or 
five times as much as can the Russian, who lives and works 
in a totally socialized system. 



High investment in tools. This is fhe fourth, and one of 
the most dramatic factors in the mcomparab/e production of 
our wealth machine. 

This is a requirement that comes automatically in a 
private enterprise economic system. 

In a Government^wned system* the operators do not have 
the worry of a competitor's high investment tn machine tools. 
There are no competitors, thus no reason to improve produc¬ 
tion in quality and speed. Competitive products can be kept 
out. And the consumer is forced to buy the product which 
the political government chooses to have produced. Some 
visitors to Russia a few years ago were astonished to find 
that the clerks in a Moscow store used the ancient abacus to 
total up the cost of a list of items. The Socialist Government 
didn’t consider adding machines necessary. And the manage¬ 
ment of the store was a part of the Government* a member, 
you can be sure, of the monolithic Communist Party. 

In a private enterprise system, management has got to 
be concerned with ever-better machine tools* 




Suppose two companies are making wheel'barrows, and 
the competition is a btt keen. One of them says, "I'm going 
to put In better tools to make our product — Vm going to 
make our wheelbarrow a little lower in cost and at the same 
time make it better!" 

He puts in better machine tools* What's his competitor 
going to do? He's going to get better tools* also* or quit He 
can make his choice. 

We are witnessing now a big leap ahead in mass produc- 
tion with machine tools. We have reached the era of automa^ 
tion. Actually it is not something drastically new, but merely 
the natural result of a constant improvement in mam* facto ring 
toots and techniques. A single machine today can do the work 
that 20 years ago required 10 men to do* And a single 
automated factory can produce products at a rate and at a 
production cost never dreamed of 10 or 15 years ago. 

it is true that workers are being replaced, but it is also 
true that the production machine in America is constantly 
spreading Out* developing new products, creating new Jobs* 
it is creating* as a matter of fact, about two million new jobs 
each year. And, because of the improving machine tools, 
created to meet the competition* workers can buy more with 
their earnings than ever before 

The average investment in capital to create one job in 
American industry has constantly gone up as greater and 
greater investments are being made in machine tools* The 
average at the end of 196B was $23*000 per job. That means 
that an investment of $23*000 in plant* inventory and tools 
ts necessary to create a single average American job, 

Jn a group of college graduates whom \ recently addressed, 
one young lady arose and said, when t quoted this figure: 
"Oh* but it wouldn't take that much to make a job for me. 
AH 1 need is a typewriter" 

"You'd hke to have it indoors, wouldn't you?" I asked* 
"You'd like to have electric lights on cloudy days, wouldn't 
you? You'd like to have heat in cold weather, wouldn't you? 
Moreover* if your boss didn't have some trucks out some- 
where, or something else going on that requires considerable 
money invested, he wouldn't need you at the typewriter 
anyway!' 1 

She got the point. It reminds me of the advertisement 
that one railway company ran to dramatize how much money 
it takes to make jobs for its people. The ad simply said: 
"Wanted: One railway engineer* Bring your engine with you 
when applying." A locomotive engine, if you are interested, 
costs about $200,000* 

The last time I was in Detroit, f called the production 
manager at one of the Ford Motor Company plants, and 
inquired: "What does it now cost to buy the stamping 
machine that stamps out the front fenders for a Ford car?" 

He replied: "The one we're using now cost $500,000*" 

E said: ' What does the man do who operates it?" 

"He just stands at the machine and pushes buttons," 



“How fast can you turn out fenders/' I asked. 

"One every eight seconds* 1 ' 

That's why the $500,000 machine was a good investment 
for the company^ and ]t is one of the reasons why the com' 
pany can pay the high wages its employees receive. 

Still interested, I said to the production man: “How long 
do you think it took the man to make the first Ford fenders?*' 

“Probably all day to make a pair/' he said. 

“What tools did he have?" 

“Art anvil, a hammer, a forge, and a pair of tongs/’ 

“What would they cost?*' 

“Probably thirty dollars," he said. 

And the original fender-maker made less wages for a full 
day's work than the man at the $500,000 machine makes 
today in one hour. 

That's the amazing story of the tool Investment in Ameri¬ 
ca r. industry* 

While in China as a missionary, i burned kerosene for 
light* It had been carried to our village a hundred miles from 
the coast on the shoulders of coolies* Each cootie had a 
bamboo pole across his shoulder and a five-gallon tin of 
kerosene tied to either end: then he J d trot along on a trait 
that nobody kept up. 

The cootie would trot about 10 miles a day* He was paid 
the equivalent of 10-cents a day. When a man had made a 
hundred mile trip with 10 gallons of kerosene, what was his 
freight rate? Weil, he was paid a dollar, and he had moved 
10 gallons of kerosene a hundred miles. That's ten cents a 
gallon per hundred miles. 

His wages were miserable, but his freight rate was very 
high. 

In America we invest more than $25,000 per job in the 
rai?road industry, from the section hand up to the President 
of the company, when it all is averaged up* We build a level 
roadbed, put on the wooden ties, put on the steel rails, a great 
locomotive, and a hundred big tank cars behind it* The 
engineer driving that train over the rails at 50 to 100 mites 
an hour, carrying hundreds of thousands of gallons of kero¬ 
sene, earns at least $25 a day* And nobody gets less than 
$10 a day in the railroad industry. 

Now with the tremendously high investment and the high 
wages, what about the freight rate? It is a cent-and-a-ha If per 
gallon per hundred miles* The coolie's rate is seven and a 
half times as high as our railroad rate. 

How can you do it? With excellent machine tools and 
good management. That is the answer We have the highest 
investment in tools in the world, and the most efficient 
management 














Personal Freedom for Employees. This is the fifth mighty 
factor in the record breaking operation of the American 
wealth machine 

We are able in a private enterprise economy to keep 
freedom for employees. They can go to work where they 
choose. 

In Russia there is no such freedom. People work where 
the Government places them. In Socialist England, though It 
has not yet been used fully, there Is a Control of Engage^ 
ments Act which gives the Government the power which is 
exercised every day in Russia's totalitarian system. When 
Socialism is functioning 100 per cent, all workers must be 
controlled; the Government planners must make the work 
assignments. There is no employee freedom. 

In the American free enterprise system, our employees 
have the right to choose where they shah work and what they 
shall do. They are free to organize into unions, and to bargain 
collectively for what they believe to be their best interest. 
They have freedom to quit one job and seek another, freedom 
to quit working as an employee and start a business of their 
own. Many of our titans of industry came up through the 
ranks of the employees. 

Nobody, it seems to me, should be more interested in the 
good health and progress of the private enterprise system 
than the employee. 

Our nation, thanks to its enterprise system, f$ the only 
place in the world where a man on hourly wages has been 
able to own his own home, to own an automobile (end 
usually two), a radio, television, a telephone, a refrigerator 
and so many other luxuries; and at the same time send his 
sons and daughters to college. 

Yes, employees in the American business and industrial 
system should be its greatest supporters. It offers the best 
hope for their children, the best standard of living and the 
greatest promise for the future, It is the only system built 
on the foundation of individual freedom. 

And when all the other attainments of mankind are 
weighed in the scale of value, freedom, individual freedom, 
is by far the greatest. 

Our wealth machine is fueled on freedom of individual 
opportunity.

better here than anywhere else in the world. Per¬ 
sonally, Pd like to see these superior wages that make 
possible superior living conditions long prevail in 
our country but if the inflationary pressures con¬ 
tinue endlessly, these good jobs will be destroyed and 
America will be reduced to mediocrity. 

People Must Htip 

These problems are becoming better and better 
recognized, and f think we may feel assured that 
attempts will be made for a reasonable solution to 
the inbalance between wage increases and produc¬ 
tivity, for reductions in extensive government spend¬ 
ing, and for reduction of crime and lawlessness. 

Whether these efforts for improvement can sue- 
ceed or not will depend upon the general atmosphere 
in the nation. If we can create a general atmosphere 
in which these problems are properly recognized and 
in which solutions are really desired, then improve¬ 


ments will come. If, on the contrary, the general 
public has no realization of the problems and con¬ 
sequently the problems continue to grow instead 
of being solved, then the efforts for improvement 
will fail and America will go on moving in the same 
direction in all three of these areas, which will be 
very, very detrimental 

Therefore, I appeal to the American public to 
encourage an atmosphere favorable to the adoption 
of some sound method for obtaining a better balance 
in the industrial area, for properly reducing big 
government spending, and for effectively curbing 
lawlessness and crime in America, The final decisions 
will be determined at the bar of public opinion in 
this great democratic republic. But remember that 
sound and stable money is essential to the long 
range well-being of any nation. Inflation must not be 
allowed to wreck our financial structure, and with it, 
our industrial structure.

SUBJECT: INFLATION 

By Dr. George S. Benson 


In talking with top officials in major national 
corporations, in talking with leading government of¬ 
ficials, and in reading leading magazines, \ find they 
now generally rate INFLATION as the major prob¬ 
lem facing the nation. 

First, let me attempt the difficult task of defining 
INFLATION. To put it simply, INFLATION is a 
situation in which purchasing power is increasing 
faster than desirable goods to be purchased are in¬ 
creasing. 

For example, suppose in Searcy all salaries, wages, 
relief payments and all other sources of income 
should increase at the rate of 7% a year for five 
years, making a total increase of 35%, while at the 
same time the volume of incoming goods to be pur¬ 
chased increased at only 2% a year, making a total 
of 10% in five years. This would definitely cause the 
prices of goods to go up. An abundance of money 
would be chasing a relative scarcity of goods. 

This is actually, in general, what is happening to 
the entire nation at this time. There are numerous 
pressures contributing to the increase of purchasing 
power at a faster rate than desirable goods are be¬ 
coming available for purchase. In fact, anything that 
increases the How of money without increasing the 
flow of goods correspondingly is inflationary. 

leapfrogging Wages and Pficei 

An easy example to understand is the way wages 
keep going up faster than productivity. Personally, 
I am very much interested in employees. They con¬ 
stitute a very big se^nent of our American society, a 
very important segment. I would like to see wages 
go up and the standard of living for working people 
go up. just as fast as it can be sustained without 
tending to kill the goose that lays the golden eggs. 

But wages at die present time are climbing at 
what is often estimated at about 8%, whereas pro¬ 
ductivity is increasing at about 2% a year. This 
means that, in a sense, the labor which is producing 
goods is being paid 8% more for producing goods 
while it is producing only 2% more goods. The steel 
industry is a fair example. It is estimated that the 
new wage package in steel is equivalent to about 8% 
increase per year for the duration of the contract, 
but the rate at which productivity is increasing in the 
steel industry is approximately 2%, When you apply 
this to the automobile industry and all other in¬ 
dustries, then it means that the wages which create 
purchasing power were increasing about four times 
as fast as the goods being produced as a result of 
those wages. 

President Johnson recognized this danger and 
several years ago set a guideline urging that wages 
not go up faster than 3,2% but the guideline has 
ceased to be followed and now wages are going up 
at two and one-half times the rate of the guideline 
recommendation. Productivity, on the contrary, is 
going up scarcely as fast as was projected when the 
guideline was set. All of this definitely creates an in¬ 
flationary situation. It is estimated that the purchas¬ 
ing power of the American dollar during 1968 alone 
lost about 4.6%. 


A savings account created in 1940, or a govern¬ 
ment bond purchased in 1940 and sold on today’s 
market, would today purchase only 40% of its 1940 
purchasing power. That’s an indication of what in¬ 
flation does to pensions, annuities, and all other 
fixed dollar incomes. 

Deficit Spending 

Another inflationary pressure results from big 
government spending and extended government 
credits, all of which is partially financed by new 
money printed by the Treasury Department. New 
printed money increases total consumer purchasing 
power without increasing the amount of goods to be 
purchased and therefore is distinctly inflationary. 
Private borrowing tends to do the same thing. For in¬ 
stance, if I borrow from the bank in Searcy $1000, I 
have increased my purchasing power by $1000 but 
I haven’t increased the goods to be purchased at all. 
The borrowings of the federal government, the state 
governments, the cities and municipalities, and private 
individuals in America runs far beyond $1 trillion. 

A third inflationary pressure conies from the rapid 
increase of crime and lawlessness. Many businesses 
which were burned out in the big fires in certain 
major cities have indicated no desire to build back. 
Many other business men who had thought of ex¬ 
panding their businesses and industries and increas¬ 
ing the production of goods, on the contrary are 
today delaying action because of the fear of crime 
and lawlessness. They put their money out on in¬ 
terest instead of investing it to produce goods. This 
creates additional inflationary pressures and also 
pushes up the inflated prices of common stocks. 

Many InFfatkJnjry factor* 

When we combine the fear of rapidly rising wages 
which some people think will go to the 10% level 
by the end of 1969 and when we recognize the en¬ 
couragement this gives to foreign competition in 
America and accordingly, the squeeze that may be 
expected on profits, a squeeze made still more 
serious by rising taxes; and when we recognize the 
tremendous pressure from big government spending, 
and when we recognize the fears from crime and 
lawlessness, we can see much to restrain American 
capital from investing in the production of goods, 
all of which lends to increase purchasing power 
faster than desirable goods are being produced. 

This can be very, very serious for America’s 
future. It is high time the entire American public take 
note of Ihese serious problems and move for their 
correction. 

America one time was 85% agricultural. Today, 
only 6% of the American people live on farms and 
less than 6% of the national income is from agri¬ 
culture. We are an industrial nation. Our employers 
and the 70 million employees are the very backbone 
of the nation. This is the only country in the world 
where an employee on hourly wages can look for¬ 
ward to owning a home, an automobile* a radio, a 
TV, and sending his son to college. Employees fare

Merely to be ‘‘against communism 1 * is useless. There 
is no easy, pleasant, quick, inexpensive cure for com¬ 
munism, The advance of communism can be stopped, 
but only through much hard work, by many devoted 
people. The possibilities for constructive individual 
action are enormous, limited basically only by our own 
degree of motivation. Here are some suggestions to 
help you get started on this most urgent task, 

1 

Know what you are talking about. Study communism, 
its history, its philosophy, and especially its tactics of 
infiltration and subversion. 

Read at least one book on communism every month. 

Study publications of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities and the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee. Learn the names of the most prominent 
communists, sympathizers, and ‘‘front" organizations. 

Listen to pro-American, conservative radio and TV 
broadcasts, and patronize their sponsors.

Learn the meaning of freedom, and learn how and why 
the free economy works. 

3 

Get organized. The record of communist conquest is 
an example of the triumph of dedicated human organi¬ 
zation over unorganized indifference. Get together with 
others who share your concern for preserving American 
freedom. Join an anti-communist action organization. 

4 

Make your convictions known. Write to legislators, 
government officials, newspapers — not just once, but 
often. Most legislators do what they think the voters 
want done; make it clear that you tolerate no nonsense 
on the issue of communist subversion and on measures 
which aid the advance of communism. 

5 

When communists attempt to take over your church* 
union, lodge, or other organization, put up a fight 
to retain (or regain) control. 

6 

Use the power of the purse. Withhold support from 
organizations, advertisers, magazines, movies, etc., when¬ 
ever they support communism. And let them know 
about it. Don’t buy products imported from socialist 
and communist countries, and protest to the seller. 

7 

Support others in their work against communism, even 
if you don’t completely agree with them In alt other 
respects. Encourage and applaud their efforts to save 
its from communism. 

8 

Train your children to have a firm moral and spiritual 
basis of life. 

9 

Take responsibility. Don’t expect the government or 
the armed forces to solve the entire communism prob¬ 
lem. Responsible action by individual citizens, acting 
from their own individual motivation, is urgently 
needed now. 





10 

Be patriotic. Show others that you value our American 
heritage of freedom. Display the flag. 

11 

Strengthen your motivation. Study and practice your 
religion. What do you want out of life? What do you 
hope for your children? What kind of country do you 
warn to live in? Be convinced that American liberty is 
a far better foundation for achieving any civilized goals 
than communism could ever be.

V *Communism on the Map"— made by the -^National Educatio n Program. ^ 
Afterward, they answered questions from the auaience™*“JTTieTp to “them 
in getting invited to show the film was their statement that the 
federal Bureau of Investigation considers this National Education • 
Program, connected with some kind of school in Arkansas, an excellent 
group working against Communism. 

"Communism on the Map" traces growth of the Communist empire, 
emphasizing subversion as the main method of conquest rather than 
military force. It attempts to show that the United States is now 
about isolated by a sea of Communism. However, the film indicates, 
the real danger is subversion from within— from internal Communist 
influence on lawmakers and, especially, government administrators. 

The "evidence" given to support this is innuendo and implication 
that the United States government handed China and Cuba to Russia by 
pre-arrangement. There was no room given for mistake; no presentation 
of the problems inherent in backing Batista or Kai Bheck. And, unless 
we "act", it was suggested, we'll go next. The New York Times along 
with Catholic and Protestant religious publications are intimated to 
be unfree of Communist influence. /ZT 

During remarks after the showing, the gentlemen indicated the 
filmstrip was once used by the Navy in their training program, but 
no more. Also, they said a Washington State agency or institution has 
also refused further bookings. These were offered as further examples 
of Communist influence. They said one man at the University of Wash¬ 
ington pressured both the Navy and Washington State government to re¬ 
fuse further showings. Then, they attempted to imply this man must 
be a Communist both because of this alleged action and because organ¬ 
izations to which they said he belonged in the past might be.Comm u- 
nist organizations.

We need to protect the right of free speech— even distortions, 
even if the advocates of one point of view impugn the loyalty of those 
having other points of view. 

Here is a question that greatly concerns me: Are these groups 
falsely using FBI statements as support for their points of view and 
their institutions or is the FBI— a public institution— giving 
support to a specific point of view? 

If the former is true, perhaps FBI statements are needed to 
correct the record and take some of the aura from these films. If 
the latter is true, I am even more deeply concerned. At one time 
I would Maxsx have thought the latter could not be true, but one 
recent statement of Mr. Hoover has disturbed me. 

As a 27-year-old^MiMMBB* brought up to believe J. Edgar can 
do no wrong, I’ve been ap-ailed by his statements about a man I 
greatly admire— A.J. Muste, former Presbyterian minister active 
early in the labor movement. Wow a Quaker, long a pacifist and 
advocate of non-violent action a la Gandhi and Martin Luther King, 
Muste has been characterized by Hoover as long a leader in Communist 
activities. How can a pacifist Quaker working for non-violence be a 
Communist? The two things seem mutually exclusive. 

As overall director of the FBI, I sincerely request you to keep 
special check of this aspect of FBI activity,.....the possibility that 
support is being given to anti-liberal elements and attempts are being 
made to retard the liberal democratic points of view. And, if FBI 
action or statements are not in thepublic interest (like some of 
Admiral Burke's saber rattling), would you do something about it? 

If you could jot some thoughts for me on this subject, I'd 
certsinly appreciate receiving them.

The Immigration and Naturalisation Act of 1952 
and the Expatriation Act of 1954 provide for the loss 
of nationality or cltinnship of an Individual whan 
convicted of certain offenses against the United States 
Government, These offenses Include any act of treason 
against the United States, attesting to overthrow by 
force the United States Government, bearing arms against 
the United States, inciting rebellion or insurrection 
against the United States, willfully performing any act 
In violation of the Smith Act of 1940. engaging in a 
conspiracy to overthrow, put down or destroy by force ihe 
Government of the United ptates or levying war against 
the United States,

With regard to your question about the 
Supreme Court of the United States, I most advise that, 
since the FBI is strictly an Investigative agency of the 
Federal Government, I have followed the policy or not 
injecting myself or this Bureau into matters not within 
our investigative jurisdiction and responsibilities. In 
line with this policy 1 cannot coement en your question 
regarding the Supreme Court, other than to advise you that 
this Court does not pass laws as indicated in your letter 
but interprets laws already in effect*

SYNOPSIS: 


• Purpose: To record review of captioned film by Bureau 

\ personnel. Film concerned riots in several United States cities in 1967 
and by inference and innuendoes attempted to put across idea that riots 
were result of organized communist conspiracy. Statement attributed 
to Director appears in film. We have had generally good relations with 
1 National Education Program, although one of its officials once attempted 
| to prepare a book of Director's statements contrary to desires of 
■ Mr. Hoover , and it was responsible for production of another film, 
"Communism on the Map," which dealt in half-truths and distortions. 
Tampa Office advised film shown to Chamber of Commerce executives 
who wondered if Bureau had sanctioned film inasmuch as Director’s 
statements and photograph appeared in it. We should contact officials pf 
National Education Program regarding use of FBI materials without 
permission.

BACKGROUND : 

By letter dated 9-11-68, the Tampa Office noted that captioned 
motion picture film was being shown locally to law enforcement officers, and 
inquiry was made as to whether this film would be suitable for showing to 
Bureau Agents. 

Pursuant to Bureau instructions, the Little Rock Office obtained 
a copy of the film and its shooting script on a loan basis from officials of the 
National Education Program. A copy of this shooting script has been made 
for permanent retention in our files and is attached herewith. 

REVIEW OF FILM: 

This film, which runs for approximately 30 minutes, was 
reviewed by representatives of the Training, Domestic Intelligence, and Crime 
Records Divisions. It consisted of film made of the riots in several United 
States cities during 1967, including Newark and Detroit. It also dwelled at 
length on statements and excerpts from speeches by such individuals as 
Stokely Carmichael, H. Rap Brown, and others. 

Throughout the film the narrator attempts to put across the idea 
that these riots are the product of an organized communist conspiracy. It shows, 
for example, speeches by Carmichael and others calling for a communist victory 
in Vietnam and demanding revolutionary tactics by Negro people in the United 
States. The narrator is highly critical of the Presidential Commission on Civil 
Disorders for issuing a statement denying that there was a conspiracy behind 
the riots. 


At one point, the film uses a statement by the notorious television 
and news commentator, Louis Lomax, whose reputation is well known to the 
Bureau. Lomax is described by the narrator as a "prominent Negro journalist" 
who supposedly investigated the Detroit riots and found that "Black Power agents" 
had gone into Detroit well in advance of the riots for the purpose of agitating 
Negroes and fomenting trouble. 

Reference to the Director : 

Near the end of the film the narrator quotes statements attributed 
to the Director. While he is doing this, the Director is shown on the screen just 

momentarily and there are seen various scenes of riots and violence similar to 
those which have been shown throughout the film. The narrator states as follows:

"J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the FBI and one of the most 
respected Government officials, expresses grave anxiety: 

"Black Power, promoted by the demogogic exhortations of 
Stokely Carmichael, H. Rap Brown, and others of their ilk, has created a 
climate of unrest and has come to mean to many Negroes the 'power' to riot, 

burn, loot and kill.This 'Black Power* development in the racial field 

is tailor-made for the Communist Party U, S. A. The Communists haved 
sowed the seeds of discord, and hope to reap in 1968 a year filled with explosive 
racial unrest,.. 

" "Today, our country faces the most severe test ever to confront 

a free people... The frantic effort of the Communist Party to subvert our youth 
and to wrest control of the Negro movement for Negro rights, clearly indicate 
that our enemies feel that the end of our empire is very near. ’’ 

The first paragraph above is essentially identical with state¬ 
ments appearing in the year-end press release which was issued on 1-5-68 
(pages 15 and 16).

CONCERNING THE NATIONAL EDUCATION PROGRAM: 

We have had generally good relations with this organization and 
have had considerable prior cordial correspondence with individuals connected 
with it. We have furnished them considerable reprint material for use in 
connection with their endeavors. 

It is noted that in response to a request from Mr. Glenn A. Green, 
Executive Vice President of this group, the Director, on 11-24-67, furnished 
Green material relating to the demonstrations protesting United States policy in 
Vietnam. Green had noted that he and his associates were preparing a movie 
r film dealing with the march on the Pentagon and the riots of 1967. There is 
1 nothing in our files indicating we gave permission for use of the Director's 
j name or FBI materials in this film.

Of interest is the fact that on 12-22-60 the Bureau reviewed another 
film, "Communism on the Map, ” which was prepared by the National Education 
Program. It was determined that this was not the type of material which should 
be used or endorsed by the Bureau. It frequently dealt in half-truths, distortions, 
and innuendoes to establish its point that international communism was 
encircling America. 

I It is also noted that James D. Bales, an official of this organization, 

I was removed from the Special Correspondents List after he had, in spite of our 
j objections, attempted to prepare a book consisting of a summary of the Director's 
J| statements on communism. 

ADDITIONAL DEVELOPMENT: 

The Tampa Office, by airtel dated 10-9-68, has advised that a 
private showing of this film was given for the benefit of several executives of the 
local Chamber of Commerce. One of these individuals inquired if the film might 
not be the product of a "far-out right-wing" group, made for the purpose of 
discrediting the present administration. Inquiry was also made as to whether, in 
view of the use of the Director's statements and photograph, the Bureau had 
sanctioned this film. 

OBSERVATIONS: 

This organization has had for its primary purpose over the years 
the dissemination of material designed to point up the dangers of communism. 

It has gone overboard in this respect in the past, and it appears to have done 
this again with respect to captioned film. Relying upon inference and innuendo, 
it endeavors to claim that the race riots in our country had been the direct 
result of an organized communist conspiracy. The Director, of course, furnished 
knowledgeable testimony to the contrary in his appearance before the Presidential 
Commission on Civil Disorders. Although this organization advised us that it 
, was producing this film last year when it requested various statements by the 
1 Director, it is felt we should contact its officials and inform them that their use

(54) In his strategy and tactics newsletter, TIE CRUSADER, 
Williams says, "A few years of violent, sporadic and highly 
destructive uprisings will set the stage for the grand 
finale* After the stage is properly set, through protracted

struggle, racist and imperialist America could be brought to 
her knees in 90 days of highly organized fighting, sabotage 
and a massive firestorm.*." 

(55) The massive firestorms have already been rehearsed — 
in Detroit, Newark, and 73 other cities* After the burning, 
and rioting and plundering, and the mob assaults upon law 




and order, Williams wrote in TLE CRUSADER, which is 
smuggled into America and distributed by the thousands to 
Black Power- forces: 'This time I write with certain 
knowledge and facts derived from Watts, Chicago, Newark, 
Detroit, Milwaukee and more than a hundred other places. 

Could a minority revolution succeed in America? It most 
certainly could! ... Our people must further develop and 
master people's warfare." 

( 56 ) Rap Brown certainly agrees with Williams, and he 
suggests that Negroes who work in the homes of white people 
could aid the revolution by poisoning their food. 

"Folks running around here talking about we isn’t 
in the majority; we can't win -- black folks is in the most 
strategic places in the country. Me are in their kitchen 
(claps). They think they having trouble out of the Vietcong. 
they ain't even eatin' from what he cooks.. .yeah, you let 
war start over here, we gonna teach you about guerrilla 
warfare...yeah, because the way you immobilize a police 
force is you put arsonic in his food qt night, see, and 
he don't make it there in the morning..." 

(57) Philadelphia Police raided RAM headquarters in that 
city, after uncovering a RAM plot to start a riot and then 
poison hundreds of policemen by putting deadly pjtassiura 
cyanide in the coffee that would be served police in 

emergency soup kitchens.

of a secret BLACK GUARD ORGANIZERS MANUAL.

The manual is a very crude but revealing document 


which gives explicit instructions for the mobilization and 
training of neighborhood, city-wide, and state-wide units 
of a Black Army of Liberation. This army would serve as 
the vanguard of the revolution to seize control of the 
United States. Unite already are in training in cities 
throughout America. In the secret organizers manual, the 
top Commissar is identified at “Brother Rob" -- Robert F'. 
Williams, from Communist Havana and Communist Peking. 

(60) Here is the November 1067 issue of ESQUIRE Magazine. 
It published an article by William Worthy, Negro writer, 
entitled: “The American Negro is Dead." Mr. Worthy says,

(61) Let's read a paragraph: "Negroes increasingly see 
Black Power as not confined to ghetto rebellions, but rather 
as a part of a general fight of the oppressed against the 
oppressor all over the world... Indeed there Is a wealth of 
evidence to suggest that what began as a domestic civil- 
rights movement has turned of late into a global drive, at 
the center of which are the now-allied struggles of The 
National Liberation Front of South Vietnam and the American.

(62) ESQUIRE Magazine, in its March 1963 issue carried 

this article, further warning of the true nature of the 
mobilizing Black Power revolution -- calling it the "Second 
Civil War".

Prior memoranda in this matter have noted that captioned 
movie film contains a statement attributed to the Director. The film 
was reviewed at the Bureau and found to be concerned with the riots 
which occurred in various American cities in 1967 and by inference and 
innuendoes attempted to put across the idea that these riots were the $ 
result of an organized Communist conspiracy. It was noted that although S 
this organization advised us that it was producing this film last year wHoi| 
it made various requests for statements by the Director, at no time did f i' 
it ask for specific permission to include statements by the Director in \ w 
the film. Although we have had generally good relations with this organi¬ 
zation over the years, it was recommended, and approved, that we have 
Little Rock contact its officials, advise them that we did not appreciate 
their use of FBI materials without specific permission and that assurances 
be obtained from them that there would not be a recurrence of this in the 
future. 


The Little Rock Office has sow advised that the President 
and Executive Vice President of this organization were personally con¬ 
tacted on 10-22-68. Dir policies in these matters were reiterated to 
them, they were informed that we did not appreciate the .use of FBI 
materials in this film without specific approval, and they gave assurances 
that there would not be a recurrence of this in the future.

In addition, I want to emphasize that we In the FBI do 
not lend our support in ventures of this kind, and such an Inference 
should not be drawn from the mere inclusion in the film of material 
which had already received wide dissemination through the news 
media. 


In view of the points raised, you may be Interested to 
learn that when I appeared before the National Commission on the 
Causes and Prevention of Violence on September 18, 1968, I specif¬ 
ically refuted the contention that riots which had occurred in several 
American cities were the result of an organized communist conspiracy 
So that you may better acquaint yourself with my position in this 
regard, I am enclosing the complete text of my statement before the 
Commission.

DETAILS: 

By letter to the Director dated 1-20-69, Sidney 0 . _ 

Fields, Woodland Hills, California, who identified himself as a 
producer for the NEP, advises he was the writer - producer of a 
documentary film, ’’Truth About Communism," which, he believes, 
was shown to Bureau personnel in 1963. He states he is now completing 
a sequel to this picture, "Communist Aggression - 1960’s," and has 
commenced preparation of another documentary, "Communists on the 
Campus." Both films are to be narrated by Governor Ronald Reagan 
of California. 

Fields says that captioned film will deal with efforts of 
communists and other subversives to influence students on our campuses, 
and he requests any pertinent material that we might be able to furnish 
him which would be useful in connection with the production of this film. 

INFORMATION IN BUFILES: 

Bufiles contain no information concerning "Communist 
Aggression - 1960's" or "Communists on the Campus." We have 
enjoyed cordial relations with Ronald Reagan, who visited the Bureau 
last year and was photographed with the Director. 

The film, "Truth About Communism, tr was reviewed, 
by Bureau personnel in April, 1963, It was recommended, and approved, 
that although this film was effective in dealing with the menace of 
communism, we should make no effort to obtain copies in vieW of the 
background of four individuals connected with its production. Two of 
these persons had histories of past associations with communist front 
groups and top hoodlums in the Los Angeles area. One of the writers 
was, at that time, undergoing mental examinations and had been accused 
of murdering his wife. 

The other individual was Fields, who had repeatedly, 
in spite of being advised several times concerning the Bureau's policy 
regarding commercial undertakings, attempted to obtain endorsements 
from the Director for his various films.

Although we had had generally good relations with 
the NEP over the years, this group was responsible for the production 
of another film in 1960, "Communism on the Map," which was 
reviewed by Bureau personnel and found to deal in half-truths, 
distortions, and innuendoes to establish its point that international 
communism was encircling America. On another occasion, an official 
of this organization was removed from the Special Correspondents 
List after he had, in spite of our objections, attempted to prepare 
a book consisting of a summary of the Director's statements 
on communism.

More recently, the NEP produced a film, "Revolution 
Underway," which was reviewed by Bureau personnel and concerned the 
riots in several American cities in 1967. It attempted, by inference, 
and innuendoes, to put across the idea that the riots were the result of an 
organized communist conspiracy. This, of course, was directly 
contrary to the Director's knowledgeable testimony furnished before 
the Presidential Commission on Civil Disorders. Furthermore, 

NEP, without our permission, included a photograph and statement 
of the Director in this film. It was necessary for us to contact 
officials of the NEP regarding this matter.

For many, many years I have been telling the story of 
why our economic system produces its vastly greater 
measure of wealth than other systems. Now I have been 
persuaded by patrons of our National Education Program 
to publish this story in a little pamphlet for widest pos¬ 
sible distribution particularly to the youth of America 
and the business and industrial employees who have such 
a great stake in the continuing health and stability of our 
unique system. 

How tt Wealth Created 

I have entitled the story: "The Wealth Machine", It 
is contained in a six-page pamphlet that we are offering 
at printing cost, 10-cents each. To acquaint readers of 
our column and our NEP Monthly LETTER with content 
of "The Wealth Machine", we are presenting here a brief 
outline of the five chapters of the little booklet* 

The booklet’s preface asks and answers two ques¬ 
tions that you might ask yourself, as a test of your own 
understanding; 11) What is Wealth? (2) How is Wealth 
Created? (Stop here and answer before reading on.) The 
answers; (1) Wealth is anything that has an exchange¬ 
able value* (2) Wealth is created through production of 
goods and services* To produce and equitably distribute 
wealth for a community of people an economic system is 
required.

Freedom to Compete 

In my files I have the names of some 1*400 com¬ 
panies organized to make automobiles in the United 
States. Recently when I was telling this story of com¬ 
petition, a man said to me; "Yeah, that's what's wrong 
with private enterprise! Only four companies are now 
making automobiles in the U. S. What happened to the 
1396? They got discouraged, they lost their money. 
That's what's wrong with private enterprise.” So 1 told; 
him: All 1400 had the right to try. But we didn't need 
all of them* Which ones stayed in business — and why? 

The answer is simple — but important; The ones 
that have stayed in business arc the ones that gave the 
consumers of America the best product for the dollar* 
Some of the 1,400 didn't stay around tong. Some were 
consolidated, joining capital, combining inventions, per¬ 
fecting and marketing better automobiles* Some found 
that making cars was too complicated, too big a job. So 
they began to make auto parts and sell them to the 
manufacturers that overcame the complicating problems* 
They became suppliers. 

The Suppliers 

General Motors today has more than 10,0(10 sub¬ 
contractors or suppliers, making parts for Chcvrolcts* 
Buicks, Cadillacs, etc* Chrysler, Ford and American 
Motors have their own thousands of suppliers* There %vns 
a place for every one of the organizations that failed as 
automobile manufacturers. Some of them today arc 
making brake drums* Others make bodies, or just doors, 
or just door handles. They are specialists now, and they 
are needed* They create thousands of good jobs. They 
help keep the surviving auto manufacturing companies 


Freedom to Dream 


There really is no mysterious reasons why our pri¬ 
vate enterprise system out-produces the best of the 
Socialist system by two or three to one* and the Com¬ 
munist system by at least four to one. But the reasons 
arc not well known, they are not being emphasized in our 
schools and colleges, they are not being talked about 
widely enough. The key element in our system is, of 
course, individual freedom* In my little new booklet "The 
Wealth Machine," Z list as the Number 1 element: "Free¬ 
dom to dream your dreams and try to make them come 
true.” 

If you were in Russia today and should decide you 
could make an automobile for half the price at which 
they arc now listed, would you be free to try it? Not on 
your life! And you wouldn't even talk about your dream, 
Russia has not only a Socialist economic system, owned 
and operated solely by the government, but, in addition, 
a Police State dictatorship suppressing the Individual's 
freedom to act upon his dreams* You could be banished 
to slave labor or quietly executed in Russia for even talk¬ 
ing about a better way of doing things than now is being 
done by the "glorious" state, 

Henry ford's Dream 

Now contrast this to the American way; When 
Henry Ford, living in our free enterprise system, dreamed 
of an automobile to sell for $500 in the early 1900*5, he 
was free to try to build and sell one. And he did* The 
$500 in those days was the price being paid for a carriage 
and a team of horses. 

The day came when Henry Ford was selling three 
million Fords (Model-T) a year. His "Tin Lizzies" revo¬ 
lutionized privntti transportation in America* This was 



ing v radios, refrigerators, an endless array of products* 
Their failure in the automobile business turned ouiT in 
many instances to be a blessing to the consuming public* 
Competition had proved to be healtl^^It was healthy for 
Ford* ^ 

Come fhe Model-A 

Henry's Model-T quit selling when his competitors 
came up with better-looking and better running cars. 
Alas, Ford didn't have anything else on the drawing 
board. So he had to dose down his vast manufacturing 
plant while he put a new model on paper, devised 
machine tools to produce it* Months later he made a big 
splash with the Mod el-A. He was back in business. And 
he didn't get caught again in the backwash of competi¬ 
tion, That's why Ford Motor Company is one of the four 
companies that survived* That is why General Motors is 
one, and Chrysler and Am eriean^ Motors are the others. 

Each of them are trying to stay ahead of the other! 
in quality, appearance, and price. And the American 
people have decided that all four are doing a pretty good 
job* Otherwise, some would be out of business! It nil 
proves that competition is healthy* 

Screened Management 

One of the vital factors in America's high living 
standard — certainly high when compared to the eco¬ 
nomic station of people living under Socialism and Com¬ 
munism - is the extremely high quality of business and 
industrial management. In our competitive system, the 
inferior management is screened out automatically, with 
the most efficient rising to the top, In Government-con¬ 
trolled systems, political considerations are paramount 
in the selection of who runs what. Efficiency seldom is 
attained. 

In Socialist England a taxicab driver turned up as 
managing director of one of the biggest socialized coal 
mines* He was not a manager, nor did he know anything 
about mining coal* But he was a good Socialist, active in 
Party affairs. In Russia, the man who was placed in 
charge of all agricultural production for the Communist 
government had no previous experience farming or 
managing* He was a member of the all-powerful polit- 
bureau, a Soviet politician* In England, low coal produc¬ 
tion under the Socialists has been a Constant headache; 
and in the Soviet Union the Communist politician flopped 
as a farm production expert, and so have a number of 
other Communist Party politicians who have succeeded 
him* 

Consumer Boss 

In the private enterprise production system, the 
decision on who runs the businesses and industries of 
America — our production machinery, where wealth is 
created in the form of goods and services — is fought out 
in the keen competition of the market place* The Govern¬ 
ment doesn't get involved; but you, as a consumer, do get 
involved, to the extent that you buy what you like best 
and what you consider to be the best value. If what you 
buy is a product of Company-A, and a lot of other con¬ 
sumers make the same choice, then the management of 
Company-A stays on the job, while the management of 
Company-B cither attracts you as a buyer — or is re¬ 
placed* This is the screening process built into our 
American system. 

The Payoff 

The companies stay in business which sell enough 
products to make sufficient profit to keep up with com¬ 
petition* Others have to get out. The management that 
can't meet the keenest competition is screened out —- 
automatically* This loaves only the best to run the in¬ 
dustries and businesses which are involved in the groat 


competitive game in America* So you can buy your pro¬ 
ducts, your commodities, your needs a,nd your desires 
with less hours of labor than can the people of any other 
natron on eagM 

That's tmBeonomic payoff — how much you can 
buy in needs and luxuries with what you earn for an 
hour's work. You can buy approximately twice as much 
as can the employees of Western Europe, and four or five 
times as much as can the Russians who live and work in 
a totally socialized system. 

High Tool Investment 

American industry's high investment: in production 
tools is one of the secrets of our incomparable produc¬ 
tion and comparatively high living standards* It is the 
fourth element that I discuss in 'The Wealth Machine*" 

The Better Wheelbarrow 

In a Government-owned system, the operators do 
not have the worry of a competitor's high investment in 
machine tools* There’are no competitors, thus no reason 
to improve production in quality and speed* Competitive 
products can be kept out.

Through inadvertence, %his film happened to 
be shown at a public gathering in Toronto during 
April 1969} much criticism resulted from various citizens 
including numerous Civil Rights groups and the matter 
received television and newspaper publicity. The film 
was described as one put o^t by extreme Right Wing 
factions and which attempted to link Negro disorders 
in the states as being inspired and directed by the 
Communist Party. It was implied that the MTPD, by 
purchase of this film, supported this theory a3 to the 
origin of racial disorders In the United States. 

To prevent further criticism, the MTPD, 
together with city officials, destroyed the film public¬ 
ly. A newspaper article,-, which appeared in the 
"Toronto Globe and Mail" is attached.

Bits of celluloid for which Metro 
paid $175 to the National Educa¬ 
tion Program * of Searcy, Ark. r 
blew out into Charles Street, and 
the judge was congratulated on his 
axe technique. 

'tlfe" filTn has met rising public 
protest since it was shown by a po¬ 
lice inspector to the South Park- 
dale Residents' Association on 
March 13. It depicts the Black 
Power movement as a Communist 
conspiracy to overthrow the U.S. 
Government and was branded first 
by the South Parkdale Residents 
and then by other citizens' groups 
as racist propaganda. 

At a meeting two weeks ago, the 
commission withdrew the film 
from public showings on the 
ground that it was possibly not 
suitable for all groups, and 
needed a careful explanation. It 
would be retained for use within

With the backing of (and undoubtedly under the direction of) the Com¬ 
munist Party USA, a revolutionary army is being formed within the United 
States to seize control of American institutions, and, finally, the government 
itself.

Archie Brown, Communist 

Archie Brown, one of the most notorious Commu¬ 
nists in America, a leader of the Communist attack upon 
the House UnAmerican Affairs Committee in San Fran- 
% cisco 10 years ago, commanded celebrity attention at the 
conference. From the tape, Brown says: 

“Thank you, Roscoe. I do want to say, number one, 
that !m most grateful to the organizers of this con¬ 
ference for being able to be here — because it's about 
time somebody realized the need for a United Front 
against reaction and fascism and it f s wonderful that the 
organizers — the Black Panthers — organized this con¬ 
ference, The point I want to make is that when people

SDS: “Takeover!" 

Jeff Jones is the newly elected national Inter- 
organizational Secretary of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS), which Mr. Hoover has branded “Com- 
mu n 1st-Anarch 1st,” and which too many newspapers 
mother and protect with such nonsense as “student un¬ 
rest.” He tells explicitly how SDS works for campus 
violence as a part of World Revolution in the following 
statement at the conference: 

“We feel that what's happening on the campuses is 
intricately tied with what's happening to the people who 
are oppressed within the United States and throughout 
the world by the system of imperialism and its fascists- 
terroristic oppression. The fight that's being waged on 


the campuses, when it J s waged solely on the campuses, is 
a fight that can end up only on the campuses. That's not 
where we're at (SDS) at all. That's not where we as an 
organization of young revolutionaries are trying to move 
the student movement. We are trying to link it up to 
working class movements with support for the right of 
self-determination of black and brown people in this 
country and of all people oppressed and colonized by 
U, S. imperialism throughout the world as the primary 
key upon which we*re trying to build our movement. 

“We don't care that he (Senator McClellan) is 
activating or proposing new laws. Our response to those 
new laws Is going to be to come back this fall on the 
campuses after a summer building, organizing projects 
with revolutionary working class youth throughout this 
country — our program is going to be to come back on 
the campuses this fall and hit them harder than they’ve 
ever been hit before. We say that people who have been 
oppressed and colonized by imperialists and fascism have

"The Final Struggle" 

Now hear this — the SDS spokesman calling for 
armed attacked upon the United States: 

“The struggle that is going to ultimately defeat 
United States imperialism, the imperialism that is af¬ 
fecting the people of the entire world, is going to be an 
international struggle, it's going to be an armed struggle, 
it's going to be a struggle that's going to have to take 
place in the Third World against U, S, Imperialism and 
in the mother country (the U, S.) against U. S. imperial¬ 
ism.

Trouble has erupted within the U. S. Armed Services 
wherever American servicemen are stationed — as 
never before in history. One of the most chilling state¬ 
ments made at the Oakland Revolutionary conference 
was that of Andy Stapp, national chairman of the Ameri¬ 
can Servicemen's Union. He expects, with revolutionary 
cadres* to foment disorder and finally overthrow the of- 




licer corp in the services, thus taking over the final U. $. 
defense against revolutionary overthrow. From the tape; 

“In the United States itself and around the world 
the troops of the U. S. Imperialist army are also learning 
about how to fight against fascism. The ASU is playing 
a leading role in this fight, this organizing drive. We 
have chapters on 60 large military installations in the 
U. S. and 40 overseas. Just as the Bolshevik Party 
organized through the Soviets in 1917 against the Czar 
and the repressions in Russia* the American Servicemen's 
Union is organizing Soviets within the U. S. Imperialist 
army. Right now the ASU is building an army within 
an army* a workers militia inside the U. S. Army, and 
along with the Panthers and others we're going to make 
that revolution. Power to the People!” (In the tape, he 
gives details of successful revolts by Gls, agitated by his 
revolutionary cadres.) 

Comrade Women 

Carol Henry, one of the leaders in Black Panther 
women activities: 

“The lines of demarcation have been clearly drawn 
between the pig oppressor and the people. And as 
Comrade Mao Tse-tung says: 'Fear no sacrifice. Sur¬ 
mount every difficulty — and win, win, win to victory/ 
I must remind you that there cannot be a successful 
struggle against fascism unless the broad masses of 
women are drawn into it.” 

Marlene Dixon, Doctor of Sociology, UCLA: 

“The radical women's liberation movement was 
created by an international revolutionary movement and 
is part of it. As a very great woman, assassinated by the 
German government as a dangerous revolutionary* Rosa 
Luxemburg, once said: 'The history of revolutionary 
struggle is the history of failure, but you only need to 
win once/ And we shall win.

Ora Williams, Colorado women's leader: 

“Chairman Mao says that: *A revolutionary must 
have largeness of mind. He should be staunch and active, 
looking upon the interest of the revolution as his very 
life, as subordinating his personal interest to those of the 
revolution, always and everywhere . , . We have a five 
weeks old daughter, who has been instilled with revolu¬ 
tionary principles — this was inborn in her from revolu¬ 
tionary parents , , . She was bom a revolutionary and 
will die one. The Red Book (of Mao Tse-tung) is my 
bible, the gun is my staff. AH power to the people!” 


Lawyer Says ’Shoot!" 

William Ku ritzier, lawyer defender of Black Panther 
gangsters and other law breakers of the “New Left” in¬ 
cites the Negro community in America to aggressive 
armed action against the police: 

"If you have the power to defend yourself by 
weapons that are legal, then you have the power to start 
to rid the ghetto of the overriding fear of invasion that 
paralyzes so much action. You have the power to put an 
end to one of the chief drawbacks of all black com¬ 
munities — the control of the black community by white 
policemen ... It is almost worse to be ready and able to 
defend yourselves, and to freeze on the trigger when the 
time comes* because then you will have told the power 
structure that they need not fear you/ 1 

Hewitt comments: ”You know, we always say, it*s a 
very old saying of all people, that ‘the best defense is a 
good offense/ That's why we dropped that 'self defense" 
(in the Black Panther Party name) a long time ago. And 
there's no need for it in the name of the Black Panther 
Party/ 1 --

It is my strong 
belief that if enough Americans hear this tape (and then see our documentary motion picture 
which features the conference as well as other revolutionary gatherings and activities ’—- 
scheduled for release late this follh there will come about a change in the altitude of our govern¬ 
ment leadership toward World Communism, subversive forces working within our nation, and 
particularly toward “campus slriFe’ 1 — which h largely traceable to SOS and other revolutionary 
forces lied in with Ihe world revolution directed from Moscow and Peking. Every reader of this 
Special edition of the NEP Letter should obtain a copy of this tape and dedicate himself to 
reaching every person in his community with it. A nation thoroughly informed on the nature 
of its Enemy, the plans of the Enemy, ond the tactics of the Enemy surely can defend itself 
from the Enemy. The United States is not yet adequately informed or adequately 
defending itself as Ihe Enemy’s strength grows. We are continuing lo lose the great 
battle for man's freedom —- a battle we cart ond should be winning.

Prelude to Disaster

'Here is a UPI news dispatch from Sacramento, 
California: "Six hours of sniper fire in a Negro section 
three miles from the California state Capitol ended early 
Monday with 20 wounded and 37 persons arrested , * . 
Thirteen policemen were injured or wounded by gun¬ 
fire * . , Several civilians also were injured, some by 
shotgun pellets . . * Hoyt Elkins, a reporter for the 
Sacramento Union, was beaten and stabbed by a group 
of Negro youths who jumped him on a stairway. He 
suffered a pierced lung." The shooting originated, the 
Police report said, in Black Panther headquarters in 
Sacramento. 

For the next year, this likely will be the pattern for 
guerrilla warfare skirmishes launched by cadres of the 
swiftly growing Communist "National Liberation Forces" 
(NLF) mobilizing within the USA. The skirmishes — 
together with continuing aggressive actions on the 
nation's campuses — are planned as the prelude (and 
training phase) of a violent nation-wide military assault 
on the United States from within, timed to mesh with 
aggressive moves by the World Communist apparatus.

Ed Montgomery, reporter on the staff of the San 
Francisco Chronicle, after an exhaustive investigation 
reaching into top echelons of a number of subversive 
organizations reported: 

Training In Cuba 

"A target date of 1973 has been set for a nation¬ 
wide 'revolutionary take-over/ " The "Revolutionary 
Party” may become the political, governing base for the 
"Red Guard” and other allied military units, "One 
activist/ 1 reports Mr* Montgomery, "said the party's top 
echelon will be made up in the main of militant leaders 
of an underground organization headquartered in Menlo 
Park and calling itself the "Red Guard/ Others would be 
from the Black Panthers, Student for a Democratic 
Society, the Resistance, and other Maoist groups . . . 
He {the activist) said the young revolutionaries, includ¬ 
ing scores of black militants, are being trained in a camp 
near Havana (Cuba), called *Camp May Fifth 1 in honor 
of Lenin’s birthday/* 

The Communists have always viewed the thousands 
of individual municipal police departments in America 
as a chief obstacle for an internal revolutionary force 
to overcome. That is why they have always pushed the 
guerrilla strategy. The Black Panthers, who gain their 
confidence in a revolutionary victory on a belief they can 
attract at least 10 million Negroes in America to their 
"cause/* have made great strides in engendering bate 
against all police forces in America. 

Peddling Hote 

The Black Panther weekly' newspaper, which now is 
approaching a circulation of 100,000; is an undisguised 
instrument of hate — hate against the "fascist police 
pigs,” hate against the white race (except those elements 
that have joined with the Panthers in their revolutionary 
goals), hate for the American system. The Panthers, well 
armed and apparently well-financed, parade themselves 
with loud bravado in more and more Negro communities 
as a band of swashbuckling Robin Hoods who intend to 
take "with whatever means are necessary” all the things 
that they say the Negroes should have , , , dominate 
power, the wealth of America , , . the institutions. 

One of their attractive propaganda devices in recent 
months has been the "Free Breakfast Program/* In 
dozens of cities from coast to coast they have rounded 
up a few Negro children of grade school age, and with 
great fanfare have fed them breakfast in a church or 
some other available building. With propaganda photo¬ 
graphs and news "releases/ 1 and in the "New Left” press 
| throughout the country, they have made this appear to 
l be a nation-wide project which soon will "reach every 
1 hungry Negro child” in the nation. 

Teaching Children To Murder 

I Sen Francisco Police Inspector Ben Lashkoff, in 
voluminous testimony, backed with unassailable docu¬ 
mentation, told the U. S, Senate*s McClellan Investigation 
Committee that one such breakfast was being held in the 
Sacred Heart Church (Catholic) in San Francisco; that 
instead of the "hundreds* 1 of children fed, as loudly 
claimed by the Black Panthers, there were no more than 
20 attending the daily breakfast, and that the affair was 
used as a device to engender in the children, and ulti¬ 
mately their families, hatred against the police, the white 
race and the American system. 

On my desk as this is written is a copy of the Black 
Panther "Coloring Book" which Inspector Lashkoff intro¬ 


duced as documentary evidence showing the vicious 
nature of the Black Panthers and their allies. He said it 
was handed out to children attending the breakfast in 
the Sacred Heart Church — and with the knowledge of 
church authorities. It teaches young Negroes to kill 
"fascist pig** policemen- It incites violence and murder. 
Senator Karl Mundt called it "a blueprint for murder in 
the hands of children/' It declares: "Power Comes 
Through the Barrel of a Gun." 


Incitation To Murder 

The Black Panther Party has sought to "disown" the 
Black Panther "Coloring Book" since the nation-wide 
publicity it received after its dramatic exposure at the 
Senate's McClellan Committee hearings. The Black 
Panthers cannot get away with disowning it. It is their 
creation. They distributed it. It carries the message of 
the Black Panthers just as it is being carried each week 
in their widely distributed newspaper, the Black Panther. 
The same cartoonist (signed: "Teemer") who drew the 
"Coloring Book" cartoons showing children stabbing and 
shooting policemen, continues to draw the same cartoons 
in every issue of the Black Panther newspaper. 

At 42nd and Broadway in New York, at Hollywood 
and Vine in Los Angeles, at State and Madison in 
Chicago, at downtown crossroads and along the Negro 
community "Main" streets from coast to coast, the 
Black Panther newspaper is sold (price 25c) to the tune 
of perhaps 100,000 each week* It is a massive dagger-like 
weapon aimed at the heart of police and all other govern¬ 
mental authority* The "Coloring Book" is an incitation 
to Negro children to murder whites* Here is a page-by- 
page description:

The Revolutionaries 1 Bugle 

Eldridge Cleaver, Black Panther leader, a convicted' 
felon hiding out in Communist Cuba to escape return to 
the California penitentiary, has surfaced long enough in 
print to restate the revolutionary goals of all the revo- j 
lutionary gangs and organizations now operating in our 
country. In The Black Panther newspaper he sends up i 
from Castro's Communist guerrilla warfare training | 
center a 4,000 word article embracing the Communist £ 
ideology as set forth by V, I. Lenin, father of 20th Cen^ 
tury Communism* 

Cleaver has become the oracle for most of the*' 
revolutionary groups — a theoretician glorified no 
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than Che Guevara (the guerilla tactician), Mao Tse-timg 
(the political activist) and Ho Chin Minh (master 
organizer of “people's” war). His long article is a Com¬ 
munist call for the overthrow of the United States by 
military revolution, and an admonition to the comrades 
to keep the strife and turmoil boiling on college campuses 
in preparation for revolutionary D day. 

This is "Student Unrest?” 

Because Cleaver's every word is a command for 
5DS f the Black Panther Party, and the conglomeration 
of other revolutionary groups working to overthrow the 
U.S.A., it is well for all Americans to see the words in 
print. Here are excerpts from Cleaver's article; “Revolu¬ 
tion and Education,” 

“What we have to realize above all else, is that our 
enemy, and that which we in fact are struggling against 
is not an individual college president or high school 
principal or a board of regents or the board of educa¬ 
tion, but it's the entire social structure, we*re struggling 
agamrt the capitalist system .. . 

“The process of breaking out of a set of social 
arrangements, of a social organization that is killing us, 
this process is named revolution: we a-'e revolting and 
rebel!mg and mov'ng a.aamat a system that is our enemy 
. , * (Note: Much of the press still calls this “student 
unrest ”) 

“In order to transform the American social order, 
we have to destroy the present structure of power in the 
United States: we have to overthrow the government . . , 
So we're out to destroy this, to smash this machinery and 
to erect new machinery, but new machinery cannot be 
erected unt : l the present machinery is destroyed.” (stu¬ 
dent unrest?) .« „ 


college students *— we all find ourselves in the position 
where our lives are manipulated and controlled by those 
who have advantaged social position , . , Today, as 
always, the struggle of the exploited people witkin the 
United States is taking place on alt fronts, hut the most 
sensational and explosive clashes are being centered and 
focused more and more on the college campuses and on 
the hgk school campuses.” 

This is precisely what highly qualified intelligence 
men, from government agencies, Congressional investi¬ 
gating committees, and metropolitan police departments 
throughout the nation told the McClellan Committee: 
4l We are faced, on campuses and in the streets, with 
armed revolution; if is serious; it as a part of the inter* 
national Communist plan; it is growing, worsening , * . 
it is virtually unchallenged,” The press coverage was 
encouraging but still wholly inadequate. The facts about 
the armed revolution underway in the United States are 
the most important facts in our world today — for every 
American. Yet, these facts were censored out of many 
influential papers, were downplayed in most of the 
others. Television covered only a few drainage high¬ 
lights. America generally continues to hide its head 
from the clear and present danger. Will we open our 
eyes in time? 

Senator Griffin's Shock 

One incident during the Senate's McClellan Com¬ 
mittee investigations of subversive organizations active 
on college campuses threw the spotlight on the lack of 
knowledge generally throughout Congress on the true 
nature of the Communist advances within the United 


"Violent Overthrow” 

"It is not the task of revolutionaries to keep their 
heads up in the sky, wondering about what they would 
do, when they're in power; what they have to do at the 
present time is to have their mind centered on destruc¬ 
tion, we're out to destroy the present machinery of the 
ruling class; that is our task and that's what we must be 
about.

Focal Point: Camposes 

^ Cleaver clearly ‘rejects the call, voiced by Stokley 
5||nichflel, for an all-Black revolution. He sets forth 
T^an which the Communist agents in America have 
for decades: "Black people, Mexican-Americans, 
Ricans, Indians, Eskimos, virtually every ethnic 
^j^yincluding poor white people and also middle class 


States. It is certainly no reflection on the all-round 
ability and statescraft of Senator Robert P, Griffini 
Michigan Republican, that in this incident he showed 
himself to be woefully uninformed on some ramifications 
of Communist power in the revolutionary student and 
Black Power movements. 

The man on the witness stand was Lt. Earl Halve- 
land, Chief of Intelligence, St, Louis Police Department, 
a veteran of 24 years of "security” work. He had testified 
and had presented documentary evidence (63 separate 
exhibits) on the tie-in between various "radical” organi¬ 
zations in St. Louis working for the destruction of the 
American system and creating, as phases in such activity, 
the turmoil and strife on campuses and in the streets. 
He came to Exhibit No, 63, showing that on September 
19, 1966, Devereaux Kennedy, W. E. B. DUBOIS Chair¬ 
man, was forming a federation of SNCC, SDS, SPU (Stu¬ 
dent Peace Union) and W.E.B. DUBOIS, 

Widespread Power 

Senator Griffin broke in: Is this Devereaux Kennedy 
the same one that has been quoted as advocating the 
overthrow of the U.S.? Lieutenant Halveland said, Yes. 
Senator Griffin asked: And while he was Chairman of 
the Dubois Club he was elected President of the Wash¬ 
ington University student body? Lieutenant Halveland 
said. Yes. Senator Griffin registered great astonishment. 
Such information, he said, was shocking. He knew that 
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the Dubois Club was under investigation by the Sub¬ 
versive Activities Control Board as a Communist ap¬ 
paratus, and be could hardly believe that its St, Louis 
Chairman could be elected President of the Washington 
University student body* He voiced his amazement and 
shock. 

And yet he still didn't know, as Senator McClellan 
had known a long time, that estimates have been made 
that nearly half of the college and university student 
bodies throughout America have elected Presidents who 
support the revolution (many o£ them clandestinely) 
through which World Communism expect one day to 
take over the United States. 

Reaching For Influence 

One of the tasks assigned to young college student 
Communists is to push themselves in campus politics 
and, if possible, become the leader of the student body. 
Many of the successful ones who have direct ties with 
the Communist apparatus have been able to hide such 
attachment, Devereaux Kennedy while at Washington 
University did not proclaim himself to be a Communist, 
but his aim was the Communist aim? r Tm going to say 
loudly and explicitly what I mean by revolution,” he said 
at a conference of radical youth leaders at the Center for 
the Study of Democratic Institutions, Santa Barbara* 
Calif. "What I mean by revolution is overthrowing the 
American government . . . I'll tell you the steps that I 
think will be needed. First of all, starting 50 Vietnams. 

. . . This is going to come about by black rebellions in 
our cities joined by some white people.” 

"Numbers Not Important" 

Revolutionaries such as Kennedy get elected to in¬ 
fluential positions by hard work, by organizing* by zeal 
and purpose. There is an old saying: "One man can 
change the world.” It is very true. And the Communist 
have acted upon that truth. Their adherents are taught 
that one man or a mere handful can create havoc, can 
move mountains, can gain unassailable power. Another 
conferee with young Kennedy at the Santa Barbara con- 
ference was Robert Padrun, an SDS revolutionary at 
Tea as University. "The important thing,” he said, "is 
not numbers but analysis, tactics, strategy, and organi¬ 
zation. It is possible for small numbers to move the 
university . . * We have been moving things (at the 
University of Texas) . . . How did the two or three 
people who began to move on a campus of 22,000 man¬ 
age to break people loose . . . manage to get people into 
the street (rioting) ? It comes down to . , . Regis Debray's 
. . « theory of how guerrillas organized in Latin America 
and why that's valid-” 

Such revolutionaries offer to student-types who 
"follow the leader” a means of hitting out against a 
system into which they have been unable to adjust. Thus 
the revolutionary gets his army on campus, and as the 
action, explodes, many students go "where the action Is" 
and once they are enmeshed into the mob they naturally 
must justify their own actions — and those of the mob, 
Communiste operate on this basic principle in every 
nation on earth. 


To Stamp Out Treason 

Acts of treason against the United States are being 
committed throughout the nation — every day. They 
jeopardize the freedom of every American, endanger the 
nation** security. Why are the traitors not arrested, 
charged and punished? This was the question we put

to top leaders of Congress together with some of the 
most knowledgeable legal authorities and staff people of 
the U. S. Senate Committee on the Judiciary during our 
recent visit in Washington. Almost invariably we got 
one answer: The U. S. Supreme Court has shattered the 
laws on treason and sedition in decisions during the last 
10 years. 

The decisions, most authorities I contacted in Wash¬ 
ington believe, have given the Communist conspirators 
and other traitors a clear field. The Supreme Court* in 
effect, has said that to teach* or preach, or advocate the 
overthrow of the United States by violence is not a 
violation of the laws against treason and sedition; a per¬ 
son* to be a traitor must himself commit an overt act of 




treason, or must move somebody to carry out an overt 
ict of treason, or at least intend to move somebody to 
the overt act of forceful or violent seizure or 
violent destruction of the U. S. government. 

Senate Bill 12 

Testimony before the McClellan Committee, investi¬ 
gating subversive organizations, exposed just such overt 
acts by numbers of persons and organizations now 
operating freely in the U, S. Both Senator McClellan 
and Senator Karl Mundt, ranking Republican on the 
Committee, seem to believe that the Supreme Court in 
its destructive opinions still left enough intact in the 
law to protect against such acts aa training people in the 
use of firearms for the announced military overthrow of 
our country. 

But both feel strongly that a shoring up of the 
court-damaged security structure is of supreme im¬ 
portance to the people of America this year. They both 
are pushing for enactment of the new omnibus bill “To 
Strengthen The Internal Security of The United States” 
— Senate Bill 12* 

Court’s Damage 

Jay G. Sourwine* Genera] Counsel of the Senate's 
Subcommittee on Internal Security and undoubtedly the 
foremost authority in Congress on the subject, feels that, 
with the legal obstacles (and atmosphere) created by 
Supreme Court decisions it is unlikely that conviction 
of treason or sedition could be “made to stick.” Most of 
the people I talked with in Washington agreed, however, 
that we now have a Justice Department that would 
enforce the provisions of S* 12 and move against traitors 
and revolutionary organizations, "We have a Congress 
this year which will pass S. 12, if it can be brought to a 
vote*” my friends said. “But,” they added, “the climate 
for passage won't hold long; 1969 is the deadline year/ 1 

Here is the (shattered) law on treason (U, S. Code 
Title 18, Section 2385): (Subject to arrest as traitors 
are) “whoever knowingly or willfully advocates, abets, 
advises, or teaches the duty, necessity, desirability, or 
propriety of overthrowing or destroying the Government 
of the United States or the Government of any State, 
Territory, District or Possession thereof, or the Govern¬ 
ment of any political subdivision therein, by force or 
violence, or by the assassination of any officer of any 
such government; or, whoever, with intent to cause the 
overthrow or destruction of any such Government, prints* 
publishes, edits* issues, circulates, sells, distributes, or 
publicly displays any written or printed matter advocat¬ 
ing, advising, or teaching the duty, necessity, desirability 
or propriety of overthrowing or destroying any Govern¬ 
ment in the United States by force or violence, or at¬ 
tempts to do so , . /' (There is more but this is sufficient 
for our explanation.) 

Whof* Needed 

The new Senate Bill (£5. 12) would amend the above 
by placing these words at the beginning; Without regard 
to the immediate provable effect of 3 uch action t whoever 
knowingly or willfully advocates * . /* etc. This would 
explicity repair the damage done by the Supreme Court 
in this particular section. The bill makes such repairs 
in the whole structure of interna] security. With the 
amended law, the hundreds of traitors now working 
feverishly in all sections of the nation, haranguing to 
revolution, training for military violence, mobilizing 
revolutionary forces — could be seized and dealt with. 
If you feel such a strengthening of national security is 
necessary, you may wish to so advise your Congressman 
and Senators. 


The Growing Danger 

Excerpts from the Report of J, Edgar Hoover, 
Director of the FBI, to the Congress, April 17, 1969: 

“Significantly, in addition to the training of guer¬ 
rillas for the exportation of Castro's revolution to other 
La tin-American countries, information has come to our 
attention that Negroes are being trained in Cuba for 
infiltration into the United States. This is particularly 
important when viewed in the light of open support 
given during several recent international Communist 
conferences held in Havana to the concept of armed in¬ 
surrection by black power advocates and other black 
extremist groups in the United States,”

“The political philosophy of the Black Panther 
Party is based in part on the writings of Mao Tse-tung of 
Communist China. It advocates that its members study 
the teachings of Mao Tse-tung. Instructions have been 
given to members on the making and the use of Molotov 
cocktails. Members have also been instructed in guerrilla 
warfare tactics in preparation for a showdown with 
established authority. It is reported that in the near 
future scheduled training sessions in California will teach 
guerrilla warfare tactics to selected members from all 
parts of the United States/'

“There has been a steadily increasing degree of 
hard-core Communist influence in the New Left move¬ 
ment which has resulted from a growing acceptance of 
Marxist-Leninist revolutionary concepts by the leaders 
of the movement. This is shown for example by the fact 
that the thrust of the movement has gone through four 
specific states, namely: (1) civil rights, (2) anti-war, 
(3) fintiimperiahsm, and finally (4) revolutionary Com¬ 
munism . . * 


“The growing Marxist-Leninist revolutionary im¬ 
print becomes apparent * . . What is needed is more 
guts on the part of many presidents of the universities 
and colleges. They should expel the violent militants 
who take the law into their own hands rather than 
grant them amnesty for their criminal acts* These 
militants, under pretense of the struggle for student 
rights, deny the majority of students their right to 
pursue education in a peaceful and orderly atmosphere 
by their disruptive tactics. Yet, at the same time many 
naive school administrators even go so far as to interfere 
with the prosecution of these militant hoodlums in crim¬ 
inal courts. Many of the school administrators appear 
unable to distinguish between legitimate proteat and 
unlawful acts and there are far too many bleeding hearts 
among them whose palliative attitude has served only 
to magnify the problem by encouraging the escalation of 
demands and further disorders."

New Film: Communists On Campus 

The NATIONAL EDUCATION PROGRAM is pro- 
during a documentary film, 1 ‘COMMUNISTS ON THE 
CAMPUS'* for release this fall. In gathering the material 
for this powerful motion picture dramatizing the Com- 
munist leadership of a gathering revolution against the 
United States government, the NEP had an undercover 
reporter attend the Black Panther's National Conference 
to Combat Fascism, in Oakland, California, July 18, 19, 
20, The Conference was dominated by well-known Com¬ 
munists and Black Panther Party spokesmen who openly 
committed their forces (and the assembled organiza¬ 
tions) to the violent overthrow of the United States 
government, Bobby Seale, Black Panther Party Chair¬ 
man, announced that 300 organizations were in at¬ 
tendance at the Conference. The Panthers estimated 
4,000 delegates were present. 

Out of the Oakland Conference came a new nation¬ 
wide organization: The National Committees to Combat 
Fascism, The goal is to set up committees in every 
American city. Their first objective is “Community Con¬ 
trol" of police. They expect to circulate petitions in all 
Negro communities for a “referendum” on “Community 
Control" of police. This, the Conference leaders said, was 
the first step m a planned blueprint for destruction of 
the American system and American government and its 
replacement with “Socialism/ 1 Throughout the Oakland 
Conference the ties of these U. S. revolutionaries with 
international Communism were clearly demonstrated, 
Herbert Aptheker, national official of the Communist 
Party U,S.A„ was the most featured speaker, Archie 
Brown, veteran Communist agitator in Communist Harry 
Bridges Long Shoremen's Union, spoke and boastfully 
identified himself: “I was and am a Communist 1” 

Here is an excerpt from the speech of Tom Jones, 
national official of Students for a Democratic Society 
(SDS): “We say that people who have been oppressed 
and colonized by imperialists and fascism have the right 
to get into those institutions (American colleges) and by 
that are going to change the class nature of those 


institutions until we've destroyed capitalism. The strug¬ 
gle that is going to ultimately defeat United States Im¬ 
perialism, the imperialism that is aSiectmg the people 
of the entire worlds is going to be an international strug¬ 
gle — it/s going to be an armed struggle, it's going to be 
a struggle that's going to have to take place in the Third 
world against U* S, Imperialism and in the mother 
country (the United States) against U, S. Imperialism. 
But we must be clear on how the final struggle will be 
waged. And we must be a part of that struggle. Students 
must be opening up the campuses to the working class — 
must be going into the working class communities, be¬ 
coming part of the proletariat, and must be getting 
ready for armed struggle/' 

All this, and more, will be included in the film, 
“COMMUNISTS ON CAMPUS/* The purpose of the 
film, like the previous documentary, “REVOLUTION 
UNDERWAY," is to awaken the American people to the 
true nature of the “campus rebellions" and expose dra¬ 
matically the forces that are joining together to wage 
armed revolution against the United States. Most of the 
U. S. press has classified the campus revolutionaries as 
“dissenters/ 1 The new film will expose this as a fraud or 
an act of colossal ignorance. 


THE ANSWER 


People just awakening to their responsibility in the 
crisis facing our notion, continue to ask me, "What Can I 
Do? 1 ' One answer U that given by John Noble, who for 
eight years was a slave-prisoner in the notorious Soviet 
labor camp at Vorkuta In the Arctic Circle (where he suffered 
unspeakable torture and agony until his spectacular release).

God has told you what your pari is In this fight against 
the monstrous evil, World Communism/*
